OREGON NEGOTIATION. 


Tue information by the Cambria, as to the state of our nego- 
tiations with regard to Oregon, as far as can be collected from 
the public papers, we should be disposed to look upon as most 
discouraging, were it not that they are accompanied by unques- 
tionable evidence that the course pursued by Mr Polk and his 
government does not meet the approval of the Senate, and that 
a vote, which practically amounts to a censure of the govern- 
ne appeared certain to be carried by a large majority of that 
body. 


to have been generally believed that Mr Pakenham had com- 
municated the ultimatum of his government to the American 
executive. In reference to this rumour the correspondent of 
the New York Herald, in a letter dated the 26th of July, from 
Washington, says— 
“ Washington, Feb. 26, 2 o’clock, A.M. 

“An extraordinary cabinet meeting was called last night about eight 
o'clock, in a most private manner, which broke up but a short time since. 
The lateness of the hour, and the secrecy with which the call was made, 
will prevent me from entering more fully, at this time, into any speculation 
as to the important business which brought them together in so sudden a 
manner. I will however'say, it is thought that the British minister made 
his ultimatum to-day ; and although its nature has not yet been fully de- 
veloped, enough is known to cause sober-thinking people to reflect seriously 
upon the present state of our foreign relations. Ofone thing you may rest 
assured, which is,—that England is not going to surrender one foot of terri- 
tory north of the Columbia river without a struggle. She * will not be 
bullied much longer by the United States.” Such is the language of the 
minister to private parties here. I have the most indubitable authority for 
saying this, notwithstanding the peaceable appearance of the late news from 
England. The Secretary of State has been, late and early, for the last three 
days, writing despatches to all our ministers and consuls abroad, which 
shows that there is trouble in the camp. 


What had passed, however, in the Senate tends to disarm the 
above information, even if it may turn out to be true, of much of 
the danger which might otherwise appear to be attached to it. 
Mr. Colquitt had proposed an amendment upon the resolution 
for giving the year’s notice required to put an end to the joint 
occupation of Oregon, as it came from the House of Representa- 
tives, and as it was supported by the immediete exponents of 

the views of the government. The amendment is contained in 
the two following resolutions :—

“ That notice be given, in terms of the treaty, for abrogating the conven- 
tion made between Great Britain and the United States on the 20th of 
October 1818, and continued by the convention of 1827, immediately after 
the close of the present session of congress, unless the President, in his dis- 
erction, shall consider it « xpedient to defer it to a later period. 

“See, 2. And be it further resolved, That it is earnestly desired that tle 

long-standing controversy respecting limits in the Oregou territory Le 
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speedily settled by negotiation and compromise, in order to tranquillize the 
public mind, and to preserve the friendly relations of the two countries.” 

This amendment was understood to meet the views of Mr 
Calhoun, Mr Crittenden, Mr Webster, and of others of all 
parties, and it was expected to be carried by a large majority. 
If so, it cannot be regarded in any other light than a vote of 
censure on the policy pursued by the executive. Mr Polk’s lan- 
guage is—“ The whole of Oregon and no compromise—no ar- 
“ bitration—no further negotiation.” The Senate resolves that 
the question should be “settled by negotiation and compro- 
“ mise.” ‘Those who will compromise will not refuse to arbitrate. 
The views thus proposed to the Senate we firmly believe to be 
those entertained by the great bulk of the influential men of the 
United States. In the event of Mr Colquitt’s amendment being 
carried, it was expected that Mr Buchanan would resign, and 
that his successor would, in the spirit of the resolution, open new 
negotiations with Mr. Packenham. Meantime, however, we can- 
not think the language of Lord Aberdeen, in reply to Lord 
Clarendon on Tuesday night, was calculated to inspire the peo- 
ple at home with much confidence. His lordship seems to 
share the common feeling of the country in looking to so un- 
natural and so injurious an occurrence as war between England 
and America as a most improbable result to a dispute about 
such an object; but still as far as we can collect from the noble 
lord's language, he has great difficulty in seeing how it is to be 
avoided, judging by the present state of the negotiations. 
Our confidence 7s, and always has been, that the opinion of the 
tion, will finally render Lord Aberdeen’s desire of main- 
taining peace, so constantly expressed, attainable. 





FEEDING THE IRISH. 

Tuat it is dangerous for a government to meddle with the sub- 
sistence of the people has almost passed into a proverb. At any 
rate, there is no principle of political economy better established. 
It has been equally enforced by the imaginative Burke and the 
contemplative Smith. It is no part of the duty of a government 
to feed the people or any portion of the people; it produces 
nothing; it has no funds but what it raises by taxation; and it 
can only feed one portion of the people by taking food or the 
means of subsistence from some other portion. Nevertheless, 
such is at present the condition of the Irigh, that men of all 
parties, and of every capacity, from the Prime Minister to Sir 
John Tyrrell, see an imperative necessity for the Government now

“You are making paupers of them!” insinuates Mr 
Hume, that being the only objection made to the scheme. ‘ That 
is the very thing we want!” replies Mr O'Connell. So desperate | 
is their condition, that all which their friends immediately care | 
for is to give them food; to that they are ready to sacrifice 
honour and independence. ‘Only save them from starvation,” we 
understand Mr O'Connell to mean, “and pauperise them, if that 
must be the condition of their rescue.” It may be thought that 
such a practical necessity very much weakens or destroys the 
principle of non-interference. It demonstrates, it will be said, the 
impracticability of the abstract principle. On the contrary, we 
believe that it supplies one of the strongest confirmations which | 
the principle has yet received, and, by the whole force of the 
present necessity, demonstrates the propriety of rigidly adhering | 
to non-interference. 

Whence arises the present necessity? Clearly from having in- 
terfered. A law has been made to limit the supply of food, and 
that law entails the consequence of providing a supply. The 
Government acknowledges this by proposing to put an end to the 
interference. It seis about repealing the corn laws. It is obliged 
to adopt that course by the condition of the Irish. It is clear, 
therefore, that the obligation to feed the Irish ari 
which the Government proposes to get rid of, in conseque:ce of 
their wants. . The failure of the potato crop has alarmed tt for |

to save thousands from starving. “Only give them food, 
save them from perishing!” is the cry of their advocates 
friends. 
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its awful responsibility; and, while it administers temporary re- 
lief to the distress which legislation has caused, it is driven to 
throw off, even in aburry, future responsibility. Perhaps the min- 
isters have not reasoned exactlyin this way; they have actedfroma 
kind of instinctive conviction which shows that the force of these 
circumstances is all-powerful. The present practical exception to 
the principle that governments ought not to interfere with the 
subsistence of the people, comes from Government having 
violated the rule, and, as the exception is full of evil—forcing 
statesmen with something of dishonour to retreat from their own 
position—it confirms in the strongest manner the truth and good- 
ness of the principle. 

The collateral rather than the direct effects of legislation 
very often make its true character best known. In general, 
those who make laws confine their view to the subject as it is 
expressed and defined in the title of thelaw. A law, for example, 
for the regulation of joint stock banks, is only regarded as it 
affects the interest and constitution of those bodies. At the same 
time it may collaterally restrict the enterprise of all those who now 
have no concern with joint stock banks; it may limit the amount 
and convenience of the circulation ; it may place an artificial limit 
on credit accommodation, which has natural limits strictly defined 
by the principles from which it grows; and by all these collateral 
effects, while the mere regulation of joint stock banks appears to 
be good, that particular interference with trade, like any other 
interference, is shown to be evil. So it is with corn laws. The 
legislature intends only to keep up prices and extend the culti- 
vation of corn at home. It confines its view to corn, because the 
law is said to be a corn law. But that law, in its collateral effects, 
impedes, or rather destroys, a vast amount of trade betwixt Eng- 
land and other countries, and causes—as we learn from the bene- 
ficial effects on the public mind in the United States of Sir Robert 
Peel's proposition freely to admit maize into the kingdom— 
antipathy and animosity abroad, which reflect on us all 
the burdens of warlike preparations, if it do not ultimately 
expose us to all the horrors of war. The collateral effect of 
the corn law on the public mind in the United States, never dream- 
ed of by those who made the law, is one of the most striking 
proofs that can be adduced of the impolicy of the law. 

Another of its collateral effects not before thought of, but now 
clearly, both theoretically and practically, brought home to the 
minds of the law-makers, is, that it throws on them the awful! re- 
sponsibility of providing subsistence for the whole people. They 
make themselves responsible, by their interference, for the disease 
which arises from the want of food, and for the death of every man 
which occurs from starvation. It is not practicable—-it is not even 
possible—that the Government should provide subsistence for all 
the people. The supply is utterly beyonditscontroul. It knows 
nothing of the law of population, and it cannot regulate the sea- 
sons. The interference carries the legislature, therefore, to a great 
practical absurdity—involves it in a task bevond human strength 
—and knocks out the brains of its assumed wisdom against the 
terrible wall of national hunger. The famine in Ireland not only 
leads to the extinction of the present corn law, but it warns the 
legislature, if its members be endowed with human feelings, by a 
piercing and never-to-be-forgotten wail, against all interference 
with the supply of food for the people. It must leave that to 
themselves. 

A collateral deduction from these remarks, too, is, that free 
trade, which legislators are somewhat inclined to spurn because it 
diminishes their power, ought to recommend itself to them, be- 
cause in a still greater degree it relieves them from an awful, a 
dangerous, and an odious responsibility. The least reflection must 
make them shrink from the impossible attempt to provide food 
for the growing millions of the empire ; and when they find that 
enormous burden brought on them by their interference with 
trade, they should be eager to adopt the doctrines which relieve 
them. We know that there is an almost infinite number of idle, 
unreflecting persons—persons, withal, very ignorant of the great 
principles on which legislation should be framed, which seems to 
be one of the last species of knowledge acquired by the great herd 
of mankind, and which even yet the mostenlightened philosophers 
only dimly comprehend—we know thatthere is an immense number 
of persons having little or nothing else to do, who goad the legis- 
lature into an incessant and perpetual activity, exciting it to 
meddle with and regulate any and every part, however minute er 
great, of society. Nothing is too vast for their capacity, and no- 
thing too small for their microscopic attention. That class of 
persons, however, are the worst enemies of the legislature. They 
flatter it by enlarging on its utility and by extending its power, 
but they augment in a tenfold degree, directly and collaterally, 
its duties and responsibilities. When it restricts industry, it bur- 
dens itself with the task of providing for the prosperity of every 
| man in society. To feed the Irish, to attempt which it is now 
practically driven, and to feed the whole people, to which it would 
be driven were it not to withdraw from interfering with the sup- 
| ply of food by abolishing the corn laws, is for the legislature 
| physically impossible. To undertake it, therefore, can only 

damage the interfering, unthinking lawmaker. It justly arms 
against him all the unsatisfied desires of the people, and must in 
the end destroy his power. 

From this conflict between immediate and pressing necessity, 
and the principle of not interfering with the supply of food (which 
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it confirms) to decide what shou!d immediately be done for Ireland 
is extremely difficult. Mr Smith O’Brien recommends loans to carry 
on works which speculators abandon as unprofitable, which would 
diminish the fund on which employment is nourished and labour 


subsisted. 


That fund can only be augnrented out of profit, and it 


ought to be continually augmented to meet the demands for em- 


ployment by a continually increasing population. Loans to carry 
on works which are unprofitable would not relieve present eyj] 
and would increase the evil in future. ; 

The Government is to a considerable extent advancing the 


public money—collected by taxation—to provide employment for 


the Irish, that with the wages thus earned they may buy food, 
This is open to the same objection as loans. The money collected 
by taxation would undoubtedly yield a larger profit if left in 
the pockets of the people, and used by them, than if ex- 
pended by the Government in finding employment for the Irish ; 


it tends, therefore, to diminish the funds for the employment of 


labour, and ultimately to aggravate the evil. Some gentlemen 
boldly proclaim that the Government should, at whatever cost, 
find employment, which implies food, for all the Irish. We thought 
that this had been so clearly demonstrated by Mr Malthus to be 
an impossibility, that we feel only astonishment at its being pro- 
posed. Tous it appears like calling on us to unlearn the first 
rules of arithmetic, and do our sums by the assertion that two 
and two make five. 

There are also wild schemes of prohibiting exportation, and 
buying the produce of the Irish with public money to feed the 
Irish. To none of these plans can we give our approval. It is 
clear, by the exportation of food from Ireland, that the evil arises 
less from deficiency in quantity, than from vicious distribution of 
that which is produced. ‘The Irish it is plain are in this unhappy 
condition—the condition of slaves—that the produce of their own 
labour, the oats and the cattle, the meat and the butter which 
they produce, and which is sent out of their country, does not 
belong to themselves but to others. ‘ Never,” said a recent 
communication from Ireland contained in the Daily News, “ were 
rack rents more severely levied than at present.” It is, therefore, 
as Sir James Graham said on Wednesday, the “ relation between 
landlord and tenant that lies at the root of the difficulty of govern- 
ing the country with a view to the happiness and social welfare 
of the people.” Now, all the plans proposed to relieve them 
tend more, we believe, to enrich the landlords than improve the 
peasantry. They tend to augment the numbers of the peasantry, 
to diminish in future the fund for employing them, thus to con- 
tinue and strengthen the contest for shreds of the soil, and to ex- 
asperate all the evils of the relation between landlords and tenants. 

We are afraid, not that the dreadful evils of Ireland are beyond 
the reach of legislation, but that the whole system of legislation 
for Ireland is itself opposed to the only means by which either 
temporary or permanent improvement can be brought about. 
We cordially agree with Sir James Graham that the relation 
between landlord and tenant lies at the root of the evil. The 
owners of the soil, who are also, generally speaking, the legislators 
for Ireland, should relieve that distress of which this relation 
is one of the principai causes, The duties of property, onerous 
in proportion as its claims are inordinate, ought to be en- 
forced as well as its rights. Those who monopolise the only 
means of life should be made responsible for the welfare of the 
living. Itis the duty of the owners of the Irish soil to provide 
for the Irish, and that duty the legislature could make them 
perform ; but it is composed of owners of the soil, and will not, we 
are well aware, make them do their duty. They regard the 
relations which Sir James says are the root of the difficulty as 
relations of property with which they will only interfere to maintain 
them. ‘The legislature therefore cannot effectually help Ireland. 
As long as it acts on the principles it at present follows, it can no 
more relieve the wants of the Irish, than a man can cure delirtum 
tremens by swallowing daily increasing quantities of ardent 
Spirits. 








FREE TRADE VINDICATED BY FACTS.

From the time the Reciprocity Act of 1823 passed, to the pre- 
sent day, the shipowners have never ceased to assert that that 
act had brought ruin upon the trade. The “ Cornhill Committee”’ 
have published their annual reports, ever complaining of the 


ruinous consequences of foreign competition, and at their instance | 





numerous Parliamentary investigations have been made into their 
alleged distress. The object of the tables given above is to show 
how much truth there has been in these assertions, and to ex- 
hibit the real consequences of the measures of 1823. 

The first table shows the quantity of shipping possessed at the 
end of each year from 1820 to 1844. In 1823 the whole regis- 
tered tonnage amounted to 2,506,760 tons. From that time to 
1844, independent of replacing all the ships which were dar- 
ing that period lost at sea, we find the registered shipping 
amounted to 3,637,231 tons, showing an increase of no less than 
1,130,471 tons, or rather more than 45 per cent during the period. 
This fact is calculated to contradict the assertion which has con- 
stantly been made as to the ruinous diminution of the shipping 
trade. But the best test of the two principles—that of restric- 
tion or free trade—will be to compare the progress of British 
shipping, for the last twenty years prior to the change of the 
law, with the twenty years immediately succeeding it. In 1804 
the registered tonnage amounted to 2,268,570 tons; in 1823 it 
had increased to 2,506,760 tons, or by 238,190 tons, being rather 
more than 10 per cent. Thecomparison may be thus stated :—

We have thus the astounding fact before us, that while British 
shipping of this country, under the protective policy, from 1804 
to 1823, increased only by 238,190 tons, or 10 per cent; in a simi- 
lar period, from 1823 to 1844, under a free trade policy, it 
increased by 1,130,471 tons, or 45 per cent; and yet the latter is 
the system which the practical men of the times have vehemently 
denounced as the ruin of the shipping interest!!! 

The next tables above show the number and tonnage of ship- 
ping entered inwards and outwards, distinguishing the proportion 
of British and foreign in each year since 1832. In this return 
there is an important misprint in the Parliame ntary document, 
which re prese nts this account to be “ inclusive,” in place of “exr- 
clusive,” of ships in ballast, which we have corrected. A reference 
to the annual tables presented to Parliament will show that this 
is a mere error. We wish this account had extended back to 1823, 
when the law was altered, as the results would have appeared 
even more striking than they are. As it is, we find the compari- 
son between the two peri iods to have been as follows :-

So that, after all we have heard cf the prejudicial effects of 
competition of foreign shippirg, it appears that while the whole 
tonnage of that class has increased by 1,688,295 tons, that of our 
own shipping has increased by no less than 3,043,171 tons, It 
has been attempied to account for this contradiction of the usual 
assertions with respect to the decay of the shipping interest, by 
saying, that the great increase of British shipping is ed by 
the repeated voyages of continental passenger boats, especially of 
those in the Channel. This, however, cannot be the » case 
those vessels clear in ballast, and do not carry carg and con 
sequently are not included in those accounts.

This table exhibits the gratifying fact that notwithstanding all 
the difficulties with which this country has had to contend, from 
bad laws at home, and hostile tariifs abroad, we have never- 
theless been able to increase the amount of our exports, in 
actual value, from 36,860,376/ in 1827, to 58,584,292/ in 1844; 
which bas been accomplished entirely by the unprecedented pro- 
gress which, during that period, we have made by the improve- 
ment of machinery, the application of science, and other means, 
all combining to a greater economy of production. The extent 
to which this has taken place will be best seen by comparing 
the official value, which being taken at the — fixed rates, re- 
presents the comparative quantity at any perio »d, and the real or 
actual value, which has relation to the price at the time. In 1827 
aud 1843 the comparison of these two values was thus :—

While therefore the guantily of goods exported is considerably 
more than doubled in the period, yet so great has been the re- 
duction of prices that the aggregate rea/ ralue las increased little 
more than forty per cent. 

The divisions of our exports to various countries, exhibited in 
this table, furnishes extremely valuable illustrations of some of 
the great arguments at present contended for in commercial le- 
gislation, and cannot fail to correct some of the most prevalent 
and popular errors.

It will be observed that the largest ac/uval increase has taken 
place to the continent of Europe, being 11,142,221/ out of the 
whole increase of 21,723,916/. This fact shows Low little influ- 
ence the hostile tariffs of the various continental countries have 
had in restraining our exports, when met by relaxations of those 
restrictions which affected our imports. And this is even more 
remarkable if we examine the particular countries to which the 
greatest increase has taken place. The countries which have 
pursued the most stringent protective principles, and created the 
most hostile tariff against us during that period, have been 
France, Russia, Prussia, and Germany (the Zollverein), and Bel- 
gium. But these are also the countries in respect to the produce 
of which both the systematic reductions of our duties, and the 
accidental operation of our Corn Laws, have induced the greatest 
demand for this country. With respect to France, the admission 
of their silk manufactures and gloves, at the commencement of 
the period under review, and the subsequent reduction of the 
duties on their wines to the rates chargeable on those of Spain 

and Portugal, have led to a greatly increased importation from 
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that country, which has been attended with a corresponding in- 
crease of our exports. Then with regard to Russia, Prussia, 
Germany, and Belgium, first the great “reduction, and finally the 
entire removal of the duty on wool, flax, and hemp, the reduc- 
tion of the duty on timber, and the operation of the Corn Law, 
which led to a large importation of grain for several consecu. 
tive years, have all ‘tended materially to increase the amount of | 
our exports in return for our increasing imports. The follow-

Here, then, we have an increase of vegan amounting to nearly 
five millions and a half, merely as the result of relaxations in our 
own tariff, and in spite of the numerous hostile laws which 
those countries have enacted against our commerce. We have 
in this fact the best answer to that class of politicians who 
have faith only in diplomacy and reciprocal treaties, and who 
deny that we can “ fight hostile tariffs by free imports.” This | 
school of politicians tell us that our trade with France can 
only be increased by negotiation and treaty. The facts before 
us form the best reply to their theory, and the whole proves in- 
controvertibly the truth of that rule, which directs a govern- 
ment to take care of its imports, with a feeling of full security 
that its exports will care for themselves. 


The greatest relative increase is apparent in our exports to 
Asia. This is made up almost entirely between the trade to 
our own East India possessions and to China, which are both 
very striking examples of the benefits of free and unrestricted 
commerce. Our exports to India remained almost stationary 
for many years prior to the entire opening of that trade to 
private enterprise, at the last renewal of the East India Com- 
pany’s charter, the effects of which may be dated from 1834.

Meantime they even succeed, to a great extent, 
in increasing their exports. Our imports from China have rap: dly 
increased during the last three years, as a mere necessity arising 
from our exports. Of tea our import has increased since 1812 
more than 10,000,000 of Ibs., and of silk the increase has been

trade, they furnish evidence as strong against a reliance on the 
protection system. There is no branch of our trade for which such 
domestic sacrifices have been made as for that with our North 
American and West India colonies. For their encouragement 
this country has submitted to the greatest sacrifices Canadian 
timber and West India sugar have been the ereatest drains that 
the productive industry of this country has had to contend 
against. For the encouragement of these interests sacrifices 
amounting to many miliions a year have been, almost che erfull y 
submitted to, under the i impression that they formed the founda- 
tion and guarantee for our chief export trade. ‘These returns 
show that during the whole of the period under review, our ¢X-

In estimating the effects of changes in the tariff upon the revenue 
of the country, it has been found necessary to exclude the amount 
received from corn under the operation of the sliding scale. The 
corn duties hitherto have avowedly been for the objects of protection 
and not for revenue; and have been so irregular in their operation 
that no reliance could be placed upon them. ‘The above account 
shows that between 1840 and 1845, reductions of customs duties have 
taken place equivalent to 4,235,244/, while the amount of revenue 
received has only diminished by the sum of 798,015/. While the 
public leave benefited by the reduction of the prices of commodities 
to an amount represented by import duties equal to 4,235,244/, the 
consumption of these and other commodities has so much increased 
as to leave a deficit of only 798,915, to be supplied in other ways on 
account of these reductions. Lesides this direct advantage, arising 
from the relaxations of duties, the country has had all the benefit 
of the increased amount of trade to which an extended consumption, 
import, and consequent export of our goods have led. ‘The great 
evil of indirect taxes is that they limit and interfere with the industry 
of the country, and the creation of the means for paying them. 
There is no indirect tax that does not in one way or other take much 
more from the pockets of the people than it places in the exche- 
quer; and it is on this account that reductions of duties always 
yield so much more advantage to the public than they impose loss 
upon the state. The tables before us show that if we are directly 
taxed to the extent of 798,015/ to make up a deficit in the revenue, 
the nation has a fund of at least 4,235,244/ arising from the reduc- 

tion of duties, from which that direct tax can be paid,

In the single year of 1844, ata nominal 
duty, our consumption was no less than 1,775,855lbs. Taking even 
this small item of the silk question, it would not be easy to find a 
stronger example of the benefits derived from the free introduction 
of raw materials. When it is considered how much employment 
has been derived from the free introduction of even this refuse, and 
the valuable branch of trade which has been created from it, we 
can form some idea of how much even the revenue is indirectly be- 
nefited by the additional consumption of other articles which is pro- 
moted by relaxing such duties. 

Bhut independent of this new branch of trade, we find that the 
consumption of thrown and raw silk has been considerably more 
than doubled during the period in question.

Trades that exist only by the aid of protection cannot command a 
foreign market; for if their cost of production be so high that they 
cannot withstand foreign competition at home, when their rivals 
must incur the expense of transport to meet them, it is quite clear 
that they will be less able to doso inthe neutral markets of the 
world when cach party incurs the same charges. If, on the other 
hand, a producer can successfully compete in neutral markets, it must 
be clear that protection in the home market isa mere form and 
dead letter. All branches of industry, therefore, which subsist only 
by the aid of pretection are exposed to much more serious reverses 
than those which are in sucha natural state that they freely com- 
pete with other countries. When the silk trade of this country 
was dependent only on the monopoly it possessed, the slightest de- 
rangement of the home market, by a change of fashion or other- 
wise, at once deprived it of its whole reliance, and involved all 
connected with it, both masters and operatives, in the most severe 
distress ; while other trades under similar circumstances could fall 
back upon their extensive foreign markets, and by a comparatively 
slight reduction of prices induce so much greater a demand there 
as materially to mitigate the temporary depression of the home 
market, 

As soon as the silk trade was exposed to competition we find 
an export demand coming into existence. In 1826, when foreiga 
silks were first admitted, the whole of our exports amounted only 
to 163,801/, in ten years they reached 917,822/, and in 1845 they 
amounted to 764,424/. It has, moreover, been a matter of notori- 
ous’ fact, that no cases of distress have existed in Spitalfields since 
1826 in any way to be compared with the periods of suffering and 
depression which existed prior to that time. It is not the least 
encouraging evidence of the advancing state of this branch of in- 
dustry, that our largest market for exports is the United States, 
where the French, German, and Swiss manufacturers come in 
direct and equal competition with us. And it is still more grati- 
fying that the next largest market we possess is in France itself, 
the country of our greatest rivals, which takes more of our silk manu- 
factures than all our colonial possessions together. 

Connected with our exports to France, the next table in these Re- 
turns brings to light an interesting principle in commerce. The 
table is—

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France have also steadily, but more rapidly increased, showing thats 

under a perfectly natural and free trade, different countries would 

import from each other different descriptions of the same kind of 
goods, for which each had the greatest advantage in the production. 

W hile France sends silk good to England which are preferred on 

account of their better designs or colours, England sends to France 

other descriptions of silk goods, which have either cheapness or dura- 

bility to recommend them. Itis not too much to say, that the im- 

port of silk goods of one kind from Frauce, actually promotes the 

export of British silks of other kinds to France.

The change in the mode of measuring timber introduced when 
the duties were altered in 1842, renders it difficult to institute any 
accurate comparison between the years iimmediately before and 
succeeding, as to quantity. However, since the reduced duties 
came into full operation, the import and consumption of timber 
have rapidly increased, and the revenue is quickly recovering its for- 
mer amount. The comparison of the consumption and the revenue 
of 1844 and 1845, the only two years in which the new duties have 
been fully in operation, is as follows :—

_ We have so often remarked upon the interesting and important 
facts contained in this table, and which must be so familiar to our 
re adi is, that we do not think it necessary to do much more now than 
furmish the return itself. It may be well, however, to draw attention 
‘o the remarkable decline in our export of woollens in 1819 on the 
imposition of the high duty. The trade of 1818, the last year of the 
low duty, has ever entirely been recovered in amount till 1844 ;— 
sis a striking example of the danger of interfering with any 
ranch of industry. It is also very remarkable that with the imposi- 
m of the high duty 1819, although the import fell off immediately

While taxes to the amount of 5,197,074/ have been remitted, the 
actual receipts of the Exchequer have been reduced ouly by 
1,236,617/. 

This interesting and highly instructive document concludes by a 
statement of the reductions effected in the expenses of the excise 
department, since the repeal, in 1845, of the duties on auctions and 
glass, and with some correspondence from glass manufacturers re. 
lating to the improved condition of that trade, and the great in. 
crease in the demand consequent upon the repeal of the duty. ‘The 
saving by reductions in the establishment amounts to no less than 
52,636/, in reference to which it is stated that most of the offi-ers 
discontinued in consequence of these reductions have been provided 
for, and the remainder, it is expected, will all be employed withia 
the next six months, to supply vacancies which occur, 





THE TARIFF OF TilE UNITED STATES. 
Tue information by the Cambria leaves us little doubt that the re- 
ductions in the tariff, proposed by Mr Walker, will be adopted by 
Congress, and pass into law in October next. There has been a 
considerable disposition in some quarters to depreciate the advan- 
tages of the proposed changes. Upon looking more closely iuio the

reductions contemplated will exercise a most important and bene- 
ficial influence upon the trade of the two countries. It may ena! le 
our readers to form a more accurate opivion on this subject, if we 
compare the proposed rates of duty with those now charged.

There can be no doubt that the revenue of the United States 
will materially increase under these modified rates of duti 
present rates having in many instances become prehibitiory, aud 
therefore no longer productive of any revenue, It may fairly be 
expected that the success of these reductions, as in our own case, 
will induce to further changes in the same direction ; and it is to 
be hoped that the present movement in the United States is the 
beginning of a policy that will ultimately reject altogether the 
principle of protection. 


Linperial Parliament. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Monday, March \6. 

Their lordships met at five o'clock. 

RAILWAY Novices.—In answer to a question from Lord Kinnaird, the Earl 
of Dalhousie stated that he hoped in a few days to be able to lay before the 
house some amendments on the railway regulations, which would prevent the 
recurrence of what happened on the 30th of November last. Some routitie busi- 
ness was gone through, and the house adjourned at half past five. 

Tuesday, March 17. 

Their lordships met at five o'clock ; a short conversation took place, originated 
by Lord Brougham, respecting the new houses of parliament. 

THE OREGON QUEsTION.—The Earl of Clarendon moved for such portions of 
the diplomatic correspondence respecting the Oregon negotiation, as the Earl of 
Aberdeen might think it consistent with public duty to produce. Nothing could

be further from his wishes than to embarrass the government; but thou h the | 


language of the British and American governments had been entirely pacific, 
yet it could not be denied that the two countries were insensibly drifting towarcs 
awar. It was time, he thought, to break the silence so rigidly preserved on 
this side the Atlantic, and to furnish the house with all the information that 
could prudently be furnished. Ne was convinced that an abler negotiator thai 
Mr Pakenham could not be found, and that the government had acte:! 0 

judiciously in every step it had taken in the matter; for it had declared

t ¢ world that it would not engage in war until every means of keeping peace We! 
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but in 1842 home-grown wool was worth only 114d per lb, which in | 
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exhausted. It was morally impossible that two such nations as England and 
America should embroil themselves for a comparatively worthless territory, and 
he should conclude by moving for the correspondence, and by asking what course 
the government intended to pursue in the event of the senate concurring in the 
twelve months’ notice.—The Earl of Aberdeen had felt certain that the Earl of 
Clarendon’s sense of public duty would indispose him to make his motion the 
cause of any embarrassment, and this expectation had been fully realised by the 
noble earl’s speech. It was only natural that the publie should desire authentic 
information on the Oregon negotiation, and there could be no valid reason for 
refusing some of the papers in question; but he must reserve to himself the 
right of withholding a large portion of the correspondence, because its produc- 
tion, at the present moment, would be injurious to public interests. Though the 
American government had ‘done so, that was no precedent, as they were dif- 
ferently situated. The United States’ executive had called on the legislature to 
take a direct course in the matter; but that was not our case: her Majesty's 
government had no intention at present of calling on parliament for an opinion, 
and therefore the information sought was not indispensable. In the present un- 
decided state of the negotiation, the production of the whole correspondence 
might induce an unfavourable opinion as to the result of the negotiation, for 
which reason he must also decline to say what course it was intended to pursue 
with respect to the twelve months’ notice. He had every hope that the issue of 
the transaction would be pacific, but still it must be remembered, that in so 
delicate a matter every well-intentioned effort might be unavailing. He would 
conclude by repeating emphatically the following words from her Majesty's 
speech, “ That no effort will be spared consistently with the national honour to 
bring this question to an early and a successful termination."—After a few 
words from Lords Brougham and Ashburton the motion was agreed to. 

Lord Forrester then called the attention of the house to the feat lately ac- 
complished in fitting out the Bellerophon—he meant the fact of the Bellerophon 
ship of war having been fitted out and got ready for sea at Portsmouth in the 
short space of two and a-half days (hear, hear), an incident which he could not 
have credited unless upon official authority. If there was one circumstance 
more calculated than another,—he would not say to prevent, but to diminish 
the chances of war, it was the circumstance of showiny in this way to the 
nations of Europe what English seamen were capable of doing. (Hear, hear.) 
—The Earl of Ellenborough, in answer to a question from the Marquis of Clan- 
ricarde, explained, that the only object of the Admiralty was to show how 
specdily an advance ship could be got ready in case of emergency. 

The house adjourned at a quarter past six, to Thursday. 

Thursday, March 19. 

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT.—Lord Kinnaird gave notice that on Thursday 
next he should move the appointment of a committee to consider the best means, 
Ist, of enforcing good management on railways, and securing the due fulfilment 
of the acts of Parliament under which the railways were constituted, whereby 


| greater accommodation and security might be afforded to the public; 2d, of di-

minishing the extravagant expense of procuring acts of parliament for railways, 
and at the same time discouraging the promoters of speculative schemes; and, 
3d, of protecting individuals through whose property railways might be intended 
to run, without exposing them to the expense of an opposition in parliament. 

Poor Law Commisstoners.—Lord Brougham then asked Lord Clancarty if 
a witness under examination before the committee on the Irish poor law had 
refused to produce certain papers, and that he had been fortified in his refusal 
by the poor law commissioners themselves ?—This question having been answered 
in the affirmative by Lord Clancarty, Lord Brougham vehemently inveighed 
against this breach of privilege, and ended by denouncing the commissioners for 
being influenced in their proceedings by a fear of the press. 

On the motion of Lord Canning, the Metropolitan Buildings bill was read a 
second time, and the house adjourned at a quarter to seven. 


Friday, March 20. 


Their lordship’s met at five o'clock, when, on the motion of the Duke of | 


Wellington, the Fever (Ireland) bill was read a first time. 

The Earl of Ripon brought in a bill to alter and amend the present laws 
affucting the relief of insolvent debiors. He moved that it be read a first time 
this day, and a second time on Monday.—Agreed to. 

Corn LAaws.—Lord Brougham would present a petition, if the Duke of Rich- 
mond would allow him, from the landlords, tradesmen, and inhabitantsjof Penrith, 


| complaining of the delay in passing the corn bill, which every one seemed to do 


except the noble duke himself. (Laughter.) Lord Campbell, while the noble 
and learned lord was addressing the noble duke on the cross benches, rose, and, 
amid much laughter, said he (Lord Campbell) had also some petitions to present. 
Lord Stanley presented petitions from the counties of Haddington, Lancashire, 
and Fiintshire, and Kildare, against the corn measure. He (Lord Stanley) de- 
plored the introduction of this bill, and trusted it would never receive their lord- 
ship's sanction. 

Frver (IRELAND) Bitt.—The Earl St Germans stated, with reference to the 
bill which the noble duke had introduced that evening, that he trusted their 
lordships, considering the very important nature of the provisions of the bill 
and the pressing demand for its speedy operation, would induce their lordships 
tu dispense with the usual standing orders of the house, and allow the bill to be 
passed into law with all possible disputch.—The Earl of Shaftesbury thought the 
better course to pursue would be to give notice of a motion suspending the 
standing orders, and then the matter would be regularly discussed on Monday. 

The suggestion was adopted, and the further discussion of the point postponed 
till Monday, after which their lordships adjourned. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Monday, March \6. 


The house met at four o’clock, when Capt. Carnegie took the oaths and his 
seat for the borough of Stafford.—Mr R. Neville took the oaths and his seat for 
the borough of Windsor. 

Sir Howard Douglas presented a petition from the Shipowners’ Association 
of Liverpool, against any reduction of the timber duties, and also against the 
free admission into this country of American corn and flour through Canada. 

Lord George Bentinck presented a petition signed by 19 out of 21 grand jurors 
of the southern division of Tipperary, praying that the measure proposed by her 
Majesty's government might not be allowed to pass into a law. He begged 
to present another petition, of a rather remarkable character; it was signed 
by 0 cultivators of land in the eastern division of the county of Cumber- 
land, and, as he (Lord George Bentinck) was informed, it had been signed by, 
with one exception, all the tenant farmers of his right hon. friend the Laird of 
Netherby Hall. (Great laughter, in which Sir James Graham joined.) 

DreLAY OF THE TAtirr.—Sir R. Peel said that he had to lay upon the table a 
petition from parties who had done him high honour in selecting him for its pre- 
sentation, which was remarkable from its character and its signatures. It bore 
the names of the vast majority of the great commercial houses in the city of 


London ; he believed it included almost all the merchants connected with the 
E4 lia trade, with the direction of the Bank of England, most of the first 
mer ts in the corn trade, and a very large number of brokers ; it was couch- 
ed it st respectful terms, and while it acknowledged the propriety of mature

deliberation on the matters relating to an important commercial change now | 


occupying the attention of the house, it urged the expediency of arriving at a 
decision, on account of the stagnation and embarrassment to which delay expos- 
ed so many valuable interests. (Cheers.) It prayed the house, therefore, to re- 
lieve the commerce of the country from this lamentable condition, not indeed 
by adopting any particular measures, but by pronouncing its ultimate determina- 
tion. (Cheers.) He had been entrusted with another petition, also of a some- 
what remarkable character; it was signed by many persons of the highest re- 
spectability engaged in the linen manufactures in the north of Ireland, and it 
referred especially to the growth of flax, the only article not protected in the 
sister kingdom, the cultivation of which had greatly flourished. 
The petitioners steted that they felt perfectly adequate to compete with the linen 
manufactures of any part of the world, and they did not require any greater pro- 
tection than the government contemplated to afford them. (Cheers.) He had 
likewise a petition to present from the worl.men in the house of Bayley Brothers, 
of Staley-bridge, in favour of the measures of ministers, and stating that although 
their masters might not concur, they had been allowed to deliberate and decide 
for themselves. (Hear.) A similar petition had been placed in his hands by 
the workmen in the employ of Mr Wagstaff, of the same place. 

Lord J. Russell postponed until after Easter his motion on the state of Lre- 
land. (Cheers.) 

FAMINE AND DISEASE IN IRELAND.—A conversation on this subject was 
brought on by Mr 8. O’Brien, who observed that it was not so much his inten- 


tion to discuss the provisions of the bill, as to impress upon the house the mea- | 


sures imperatively called for by the present state of Ireland, as depicted in the 
document last placed in the hands of members. Something must be done im- 
mediately and decisively ; and it appeared to him that the obvious remedy had 
been pointed out by the hon. member for Finsbury (Mr Wakley), when he said 
that food, not physic, was required. (Cheers.)\—Mr P. Scrope termed the paper 
delivered to members on Saturday morning a frightful document, and drew two 
inferences from it. One was that food, and not physic, was what was wanted to 
avert famine and its consequence, pestilence ; and the second was, that not a 
moment ought to be lost. (Hear, hear.)—Sir James Graham ssid that if the 
paper referred to proved nothing else, it showed that no time ought to be lost in 
providing suitable remedies for existing evils. (Hear, hear.) 
had no hesitation in stating that ample arrangements had been made by govern- 
ment to meet the necessity of the case. (Cheers.) When the proper time ar- 
rived, ministers would be quite ready to justify their acts. (Hear, hear.)—Mr 
Hume: I hope that government will not think of distributing food. What i 
wanted is employment. What I wish to protest against is the idea of making 
the whole people of Ireland a nation of paupers. (Cheers.)—Sir Jas. Graham 
What we are anxious to do, is to enable the people of Ireland, through the 
medium of employment, to earn wages. (Hear.) Facilities will also be given 
to ‘purchase food with those wages. (Cheers.)—Mr O'Connell: That is e actly 
what the Irish members want, but I rise to remind the right hon. baronet that 
not a single shilling has yet been laid out for the purpose.—Mr Wakley again 
insisted, that food, not physic, should be immediately distributed among the peo- 
ple of Ireland; that the Irish poor liw ought to be amended forthwith; and 
that the boards of guardians in Ireland ought to be compelled to administer r 
lief, at once, to the destitute poor of Ireland.—Sir R. Peel endeavoured to im- 
press upon the house the absolute necessity of proceeding without delay to san 
tion the resolutions respecting the tariff, which had been already affirmed in 
committee, as those resolutions would afford the Treasury an opportunity of 
issuing orders which would have a most favourable effect on the trade and com- 
merce of Ireland, and on the means of giving employment 

The Preservation of Life bill was brought down from the House of Lords, and 
was ordered to be printed. 

REDUCTION oF DuTIEs.—Lord G. Bentinck said that he, like others, had been 
much gratified by reading the report on the total abolition of the excise duty on 
auctions and glass, from which it appeared that government had been able to 
reduce no fewer than 450 excise officers rhe saving thereby effected appeared 
to be 52,632/. The total amount of duty on auctions and glass had been esti- 
mated in round figures at 900,000/, viz. :—On auctions 308,000/, on glass 6 42,00'

opposed the reduction.—In reply to his observations, Sir R. Peel cbeer that 
he could not consent either to the reduction of the excise duties on hops, or to 
the retention of the existing duties on foreign hops. ‘Ihe American ! vere 
so inferior in quality to the English, that the Kentish hop growers had no reason 
to be afraid of their competition in the English market.—After a conversation, 
the house divided on the question th:t this reduction should be erased froin the 
tariff.

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that the remission then made on the silk duties had not only thrown out of 
employment an immense number of operatives in the silk districts, but had also 
doubled the poor rates in the different parishes which belonged tothem. Mr 
Huskisson’s measure had brought destruction on many, but Sir R. Peel's “grand 
and compreliensive scheme ” would bring down destruction on many more.— Mr 
W. Ellis considered that it would be greatly for the interest of Spitalfields if the 
whole of this protection were withdrawn. He recommended the house to throw 
open the silk trade, and to cease to proclaim its inferiority to that of France. 
Then men of capital would go into it.—Mr Brocklehurst was not at all sur- 
prised at the observations of the last speaker, inasmuch as it wae the inte- 
rest of the wholesale dealers in silk to repeal all the duties which now 
prevented the free importation of foreign silk manufactures into this country.— 
Sir G. Clerk never knew a more lamentable failure than that of Mr Bankes in 
his attempt to prove that not only temporary but permanent injury had been in- 
flicted on the silk trade by the measures of 1824 and,1529. [He showed that the 
silk trade had been exposed to greater distress in the years 1812 and 1818 under 
a system of protection than any to which it had been exposed since the relax- 
ation of it. He contended that there were no symptoms of decay in the silk 
trade at present; and asa proof of it, referred to the facts that the quantity of 
the raw material imported into the country had been greatly increased, and that 
the use of silk garments was no longer considered by any class as a luxury. It 
was not to be argued that the silk trade was in distress because there had not 
been any new silk manufactories recently built. In 1824 such a stimulus was 
given to the silk trade, by the relaxation of the fetters till then imposed upon 
it, that an immense number of mills was then erected. In 1535 the spindles at 
Macclesfield were twice as many as they were in 1824, and, that was very 
material, the spindles now did twice the work they did formerly. He also 
showed that the children got more wages now for working half time than they 
formerly got for working 10 hours a-day. He anticipated that a greater amount 
of revenue would be produced by the reduced duty than that which was now 
obtained ly the existing duty—Mr. Newdegate said if the silk trade were so 
flourishing as was now pretended, that was an additional reason for not inter- 
fering with it at present.—Mr. B. Hawes was glad of the present discussion, 
because the more the principles of Sir R. Peel’s scheme were discussed the more 
would they be found to be safe and conducive to the general prosperity of the 
country. Ithad been alleged that the wages of the operatives had sunk in the 
present contest with the foreign manufacturer. Admitting that to be the case to 
a certain extent, he showed that in all cases were the hand-loom weavers were 
employed, no matter whether it was in the silk or hoisery trade, their wages had 
fallen to their present condition, under the existing system of protection, and 
that the depression of them was not to be attributed to the introduction of free 
trade measures, butJwas quite independent of them. The relaxation of the silk 
duties had not injured but benefited the silk trade; for no trade had been so 
mischievously protected.—Lord G. Bentinck observed that the best test of the 
prosperity of the trade was a rise in the wages of the operatives engaged in it. 
Now it had been proved to demonstration, that the wages in the silk trade had 
been regularly reduced since the law had been altered from protection to free 
trade. He mentioned as a striking and singular fact, that a gentleman with whom 
he was acquainted, had lent to the silk manufacturers, in small sums, 30,000/, 
and that he had in consequence of their distress become the reluctant proprietor 
of mills which only five years before cost 120,000/. Referring to that item of the 
silk duties which reduces the duty paid on the importation of foreien silk dresses 
from 2/ 10s to 1/ 10s, he reminded the house that this reduction would have the 
most injurious effect on the milliners and dressmakers of England, who amounted, 
in number, to 106,000 persons. He implored the house not to consent to a 
measure which would inflict ruin on so many thousands of individuals.— Sir R. 
I’eel hoped that those who were now called upon to decide upon the scheme of 
commercial policy would maturely consider the facts within their reach, before 
they came to a conclusion upon it on the mere impulse of feeling. He contended 
that it would not be for the interest nor for the morality of the working classes 
to recur to that prohibitory system, because, as he shewed by reference to what 
occurred in Spitalfields in 1806, 1812, and 1816, there were periodically sufferings 
among the operatives in the silk trade, which it was impossible to parallel by any- 
thing which had occurred since the relaxation of the prohibitory and protective 
duties. He had not received any remonstrance against this reduction from the 
silk trade itself. If Coventry, or Leeds, or Macclesfield had felt afraid, they had 
intelligence and courage enough to resist this reduction. Those towns, however, 
felt that this was not a mere proposal to get rid of certain duties on silk ; they 
looked upon the measure as a whole, and upon its probable results ; they were 
perfectly aware of the fact, that it was not foreign competition which ruined 
the silk trade, but the competition of the woollen and the cotton trade. It 
would, therefore, be of advantage to the silk trade to lower the silk duties, in 
order to induce the people generally to prefer dresses of silk to those of woollen 
and cotton. After showing that there had been a great smuggling of foreign 
silk into this country under the prohibitory system, he proceeded to contend that 
the increased amount of foreign silk now paying duty was no proof that a 
greater quantity of foreign silk than formerly was now consumed in the country. 
In the conclusion of his speech Lord G. Bentinck had referred in terms of mis- 
applied pathos to the melancholy condition to which the milliners and dress- 
makers would be reduced by the present proposition of the goverdment. Now, if 
there was one class of persons who suffered more than another {from the illicit 


| introduction of silk articles, it was that very class on which his noble friend had 


expended his sympathies. There was a false reliance on the protection system, 
and foreign silk dresses could now be got in this country at a cost not greater 
He concluded by 
Stating, that one of his great objects in proposing the present tariff was to cut 
up by the roots the system of smuggling, which inflicted greater injury on the 


| operatives than could easily be calculated.—Mr D’Israeli maintained that the 


cause which the protectionists were now defending was that of the working 
classes of the community. With regard to Sir R. Peel's assertion, that his 
scheme was calculated to cut up smuggling by the roots, he asked how Sir R. 
Peel reconciled it to his plan to leave a duty of 1,200/ per cent on tobacco, and 
250 per cent on tea.—The house then divided, when there appeared for the 
Ayes, 114; Noes, 220; majority, 106. The article was then in-

Pvusuiic Bustness.—Mr Stafford O’Brien availed himself of the reading of the 
order of the day for receiving the report of the committee on the customs’ acts, to 
make an attack on Sir R. Peel,'on account of his not having yet submitted to 
parliament any of the measures, save the new settlement bill, which he had said 
were to accompany the measure for the abolition of the corn laws, as a compen- 
sation to the agricultural interest. Sir R. Peel had mentioned his intention of 
proposing a new drainage bill, a new highways rate bill, a new police bill for Ire. 
1 nd, and a new arrangemceut for supporting criminals in the couuty gaols. These 
new acts were sketched out to the house as parts of one great schome ; and he 
would ask the Chancellor of the Exchequer, as @ member of the government, 
whether it was intended to bring these measures forward before Easter, that the 
agricultural interest might know what they were before the house finally decideg 
on the corn bill.—The Chancellor of the Exchequer could have wished that Mr 
Stafford O’Brien, as Sir R. I’eel had been in his place every night during the last 
seven weeks, had selected an evening when Sir R. Peel was present, instead of 
the first when he was absent, for this very unexpected attack. He reminded the 
house that the settlement bill had already been printed, and informed it that the 
highways rate billand the drainage bill were now considerably advanced, and 
would shortly be laid on the table. From the statement which Sir R. Peel made 
at the commencement of the session, any man might form an idea of the genera} 
tendency of the bearing of those measures upon the great scheme. He declared 
that there was no indisposition on the part of the government to make known 
all its measures, but it could not bring them all at once under tbe consideration 
of the house. 

Customs REsoLuTIONs (TARIFF) REPoRT.—The order of the day was then 
read, and the further consideration of the resolutions in the tariff was resumed. 

On the proposition to reduce the duty on silk-worm gut to 10! for every 1001 
value, Mr Cayley replied to Sir R. Peel's speech of last night on the silk trade, 
He denied that the feeling of the trade was in favour of these reductions, and 
quoted the proceedings at various public meetings, to show that the operatives 
were decidedly opposed to them. The house might do what it would with land 
and with the landlords, but he implored it to spare, in its legislation, the poor 

operatives, whose only capital was their labour.—Dr Bowring contrasted the 
condition of the silk trade in England with its condition in France, and congra- 
tulated the house that in both countries the operatives were becoming advocates 
of free trade.—After a few words from Mr C. Buller, Mr Borthwick, and Mr 
Muntz, the reduction was agreed to.—On the proposal to reduce the duty on 
foreign spirits to 15s a gallon, Alderman Thompson offered his protest to the 
proposed reduction in duty as inexpedient, as well on considerations of revenue 
as on other grounds. The annual loss to the revenue from this cour-e would be 
upwards of 400,000/, while the advantage, if any, would result exclusively to 
middle and upper classes of the community. If we were resolved no longer to 
maintain a surplus of revenue over expenditure, there were many other taxes 
which it would be much wiser to repeal, and particularly the excise duties on 
soap. He then moved that this article be erased from the resolutions.—Mr 
Ewart supported this reduction, because he considered it to be expedient to ex- 
tend, as far as we could, our commercial intercourse with France. — The Marquis 
of Granby cond: mned the reduction, as likely to increase the consumption of 
spirits, and thereby to demoralise the community.— Mr Cardwell argued that the 
revenue would not be injured by the diminished rate of duty, while the morality 
of the country would be equally inviolate ; consumption would not be increased 
—but illicit distillation would be discouraged. Our trade with France would 
also be benefited by the reduction. After a few words from Mr Knight, in sup- 
port of the amendment, the house divided, when the numbers were—For the 
amendment, 35; against it, 64; majority, 29. The other articles in the resolu- 
tions were then agreed to.—On the next resolution, that “the duties of 
customs, chargeable upon the goods, wares, and merchandise, hereafter men- 
tioned, imported into the united kingdom, shall cease and determine, viz.,— 
“ Animals living, viz., asses, goats, oxen, and bulls, sheep, lambs, &e."—Mr 
Miles regretted that ministers had determined to remit the small duty which 
had been retained in the tariff of 1842, on the importation of foreign cattle. 
He thought that the duty ought to be retained until the expiration of the corn 
laws; and such being his opinion, he moved, as an amendment, to strike out of 
the resolution the words, “ oxen and bulls, cows, lambs, swine and hogs, bacon, 
beef salted, pork fresh, pork salted, &c.”—Colonel Sibthorp seconded the amend- 
ment.—Slr R. Peel justified the reduction of duty now proposed, and showed that 
it could not be productive of any injury to the agricultural interest. Competition 
with Irish cattle was quite as formida!-le to the English grazier as competition 
with Dutch and Dan‘sh cattle. And yet the English grazier competed success- 
fully with the Irish grazier. Why, then, should he be afraid of competing with 
the foreigner ?—An agricultural discussion then took place, in which Mr Finch, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir J. Tyrrell, Mr Villiers, Sir J. Trollope, Mr 
P. Borthwick, Sir J. Walsh, Mr E. Yorke, Sir C. Knightley, Mr C. Bruce, and 
Lord G. Bentinck joined, and in which the speakers ran over the most multi- 
farious topics. The excise duties were discussed—so too was the malt t x. = 
the comparative merit of malt and oil cake in fattening cattle. The influence o 
railroads was taken into consideration, as was also the state of Ireland. The 
disinterestedness of the landowners, and the selfish objects of the manufacturers 
in seeking the repeal of the corn laws, were dwelt on, whilst much eloquence 
was wasted by the “ agricultural mind” upon the impossibility of relying on the 
professions of government, on the probability of Sir R. Peel's scheme being re- 
jected by the House of Lords, and the certainty of the protectionists obtaining 4 
majority in the next Parliament, if an appeal were now made to the country 
As to the resolution itself, very little was said. The house then divided, when 
there appeared for the amendment, 72; against it, 111; majority against it, 39. 
—Mr Lawson moved that hides be omitted from the resolution.—Sir J. Tyrrell 
seconded the amendment.—Sir George Clerk having briefly defended the reso- 
lution,£ the house divided— For the amendment, 74; against it, 130 ;_ majority 
against amendment, 56.—Mr Mitchell moved that the duty on foreign hewn 
timber should be reduced 10s per load on the 5th of April, 1846, instead of on 
5th of April, 1847.—Mr Cardwell and Sir J. Hanmer defended the original re- 
solution.—Mr Mitchell then withdrew his amendment.—At the suggestion ©! 
Lord George Bentinck, it was agreed that the discussion of that portion of the 
tariff relating to timber should be postponed until Friday. 

The second reading of the corn bill was fixed for Monday. 

The other orders were then disposed of, and the house adjourned at & quarter 
to twelve.

relief was needed to render that assistance general.—Sir J. Graham explained 
that the object of the bill before the house was merely of a temporary nature, it 
being only intended to afford relief from the fever at present raging in Ireland. 
The proposition submitted by Mr Scrope, could not be entertained without open- 
ing upon the entire question of Poor-!aw relief in that country; it ought, there- 
fore. either to have been reserved until Lord J. Russcll’s motion on the state of 
Ireland came before the house, or else to have been framed into a substantive 
measure. It would be unwise to pass a measure of the kind suggested by Mr 8. 
Crawford, as the inevitable effect of such an enactment would be the introduction 
of a torrent of pauperism, which would be dangerous to the owners of property, 
as Well as most prejudicial to the interests of all classes of the Irish community. 
It was better to provide for a temporary emergency, by measures such as those 
which had been submitted to that house. —Mr W. Smith O’Brien considered that, 
as the present measure would over-ride many provisions of the existing l’oor-law in 
Ireland, specified complaints of the maladministration of that law ought to have 
been preferred to Parliament with a view to justify the passing of the proposed 
enactment. He objected also to the extended means of local taxation, as well 
as to the increased power which would be conferred upon the Irish executive by 
this bill. The commercial projects of government, there was reason to believe, 
would miterially benefit Ireland by augmenting the value of her exports.— Mr 
Wakley insisted upon the superior utility of a Poor-law in Ireland to compel the 
Trish landlords to fultil their natural obligations by affording relief to their 
starving felluw-countrymen. Various members took part in the diseussion.— Mr 
M. Milnes referred to the heavy incumbrances upon Irish property as a bar to 
the adoption of any extensive improvements in that country.—Mr J. O'Connell 
anticipated that a system of out-door relief would amount to an absolute con- 
fiscation of property in Ireland.—Mr P Scrope then withdrew his amendment. 
‘The various clauses were then agreed to, and the third reading of the bill fixed 
for Friday. 

The other orders having been disposed of, the house adjourned at a quarter 
to six.

METROPOLITAN RAILWAY PRoJEcTS, on a motion of which Mr Wilaon Patten 
had given notice, for the appointment of a commission to investigate and report 
upon the various railway projects of which the termini are proposed to be ests- 
b! shed within, or in the immediate vicinity of, the metropolis. It was ultimately 
determined, upon the suggestion of Sir R. Peel, that the subject should be re- 
tumedon Monday, when government would announce the course they were pre- 
pired to recommend to the house. 

THe Great Liverpoon.—The recent loss of the Great Liverpool steamer 
having been referred to, Mr P. M. Stewart stated that a complete inquiry into 
all the circumstances of that melancholy event had been undertaken by the di- 
rectors of the Oriental and Peninsular Steam Packet Company, and the result 
would as soon as possible be communicated to the public. 

FEVER (IRELAND) BiLu.—Sir J, Graham moved that the report on the Fever 
bill be brought up. After a short conversation, the report was agreed to, and 
the bill, at a later hour of the night, was read a third time and passed. 

RAILWAY ENT#RPRISE.~ Mr Morrison moved for a special committee to as- 
certain what additional securities might be secured to the public by the insertion 
of fresh conditions in future railway acts of parliament. He argued that the 
principle of competition ought to form the basis of all legislation in reference to 
railway interests, and referred to the French system as a model for imitation.— 
Mr Mangles remarked, that so far from the French system having worked as 
prosperously as Mr Morrison had represented, the reverse had been the case ; 
and whatever success they had enjoyed was attributable to the effects produced 


| by the system at work in this country.—Mr Parker recommended that, with the 


view of protecting the money market from embarrassment, the promoters of cer- 
tain schemes should be required to postpone the commencement of their works, 
upon receiving the sanction of parliament.— Mr Hudson argued that not more 
than one-half of the money to be expended upon railway projects would be sub- 
tracted from the surplus revenue of the country, the remaining portion heing a 
mere transfer of funds from the capitalist to the landowner, and similar classes 
of the community. There Was, therefore, no reason to apprehend that the mo- 
netary affairs of the country would sustain inconvenience by the promotion of 
any number of schemes of public utility. On the other hand, very great incon- 
venience was experienced by a constant system of legislative meddling with rail- 
wy interests. He viewed the appointment of this committee as a proceeding 
most inimical to those interests. — Mr Labouchere, though subscribing to the pro- 
position that capital invested in railway enterprise should, like capital invested 
in other undertukings, be left to the operation of merely ordinary intluences, yet 
considered that some legislative control might be required in the present pro- 
gress of railway amalgamation. He concurred in the appointment of the pro- 
posed committee. —Sir George Clerk referred to the great reduction which had 
been made in the number of railway schemes originally entered with the Board 
of Trade, as a justification of government's having receded from their former re- 
commendation of restrictive regulations in reference to railway legislation, Go- 
vernment, however, would undertake to impart all the information in their power 
to the proposed committee.—Mr Hayter deprecated any needless interference on 
the part of parliament with railway concerns,—Viscount Ebrington considered 
that to guide the development of railway enterprise was a legitimate function of 
parliament.— Mr P. M. Stewart referred to the large outlay required for parlia- 
mentary expenses as a sufficient reason for what might appear exorbitant 
charges in railway tariffs. Comparing, however, the English rates with the rates 
on many railways in France, the former were the lower. He much deprecated 
legislative meddling in railway concerns.---Sir RK. Peel remarked that, as the 
proposed committee must necessarily delay for some time furnishing a report, it 
was worth consideration how parliament should proceed in the interim with re- 
gard to the pending schemes. It was important that in any future railway act 
a power should be reserved to parliament to introduce whatever further regula-

He would take that opportunity of stating, with respect to the report 
of the classification committee, relative to railways, having a proposed termini in 
the city, that the government intended to act upon the recommendation of the 
committee, and that on Monday they should acquiesce in the motion, and advise 
her Majesty to appoint a royal commission upon the subject.

The new commercial scheme propounded by 
the Premier had caused considerable excitement and alarm ; and the Board of 
Montreal had determined to memorialise the home government to admit 
Canadian corn and flour duty free, without a certificate of origin, and with other 
advantages. 

Spain.—The newly constructed Spanish ministry resigned on the 12th instant, 
on the ground of some difficulty with respect to the liberty of the press, The 
Queen Mother is supposed to have managed this intrigue to upset the Miraflores 
cabinet, with a view to the restoration of Narvaez. 

THK PoxtsH INsuRRECTION.—The Augsburg Grzette of the 11th instant 
announces that Prince Charles de Lichtenstein had passed through Moravia, 
on the 4th, on his way to St Petersburg. He was said to be charged with a 
special mission for the Court of Russia. The same journal publishes accounts 
from Tarnow down to the 25th ult. A squadron of cavalry had reinforced the 
garrison of the town, the hospitals of which were crowded with wounded noble. 
men and insurgents. The prisoners were confined in several houses, converted 
into gaols. The massacre, committed by the peasants, still continued. A 
letter from Western Gallicia commences thus :—-“ There is not a single noble- 
man remaining in the country.” Several young Poles, repairing to Gallicia, 
had been arrested on the frontier. The whole of the Catholic clergy of Cracow, 
with the exception of the bishop and one or two canons, had espoused the 
cause of the insurrection.

AmERICA.—The Civnbria, Captain Judkins, arrived in Liverpool on Saturday 
morning, from Boston and Halifax, with the mails, and about forty passengers. 
It appears that the mail from New York of the 2sth of February failed to reach 
Roston in time for the steamer, owing to the breaking up of the ice on the Long 
Island Sound ; and that being the mail route, by which the correspondence from 
the important cities of New Orleans, Savannah, Charleston, Mobile, Washington, 
and New York is for the most part forw .rded, every one being naturally anxious 
to write by the latest mai!, by this accident our merchants and the public are 
deprived of their advices, which wi!l probably be delayed at Boston for a month, 
Advices, drafts, bills of lading, and orders of the highest importance, to say 
nothing of the political news, are thus left mouldering in the Boston Post office 
for thirty days. Very little diseretion has been exercised upon this occasion, in 
not delaying the departu e of the steamer for twenty-four hours, until the ex- 
pected imail arrived. The Canbria brings advices from Boston of the Ist inst.

BELGIUM. 


The Chamber of Representatives, at their sitting of 6th March, 
have unanimously adopted the proposed modifications to the conces- 
sion of the railway from Louvain to the Sambre. One amendment 
only has been introduced into the Act, and adopted by the Chamber, 
viz., that the construction of the branch towards Chatelineau, of 
which the company had required the concession, and which they con- 
sidered as one of their principal accessories, shall be obligatory on 
the company, though no mention was made of it in the agreement of 
22nd January. The Act is now before the Senate. 

A new project, which will compete with the above line for the 
supply of coals for the Vallics of the Dyle and of the Demer, and 
also of the Campine, has for some time been started. A company 
was formed under the name of the “ Eastern Junction,” for the 
formation of a railway from Manage to Wavre, by Nivelles and 
Genappe, which will place the central collieries in direct commu- 
nication with Louvain, in the same way as those of the Basse 
Sambre and of Charleroi are placed by the Sambre and Meuse 
line. A provisional agreement was concluded on the 19th February, 
between the minister of public works and the company, for the esta- 
blishment of this railway, and the minister has already given notice 
to the Chamber of the early presentation of the bill. Nevertteless, 
it is said, that some difficultics have been raised by the proprictors, 
some of whom desiye the dissolution of the company. : 

There are some projects, the realization of which is looked for with 
impatience by the country, and the government appears to make a 
point of delaying the execution, as if it did not comprehend that 
its tardiness is likely to disgust the adventurers: it is thus with the 
Great Junction and the Dusseldorff lines. 

A scheme which has been a long while in the same situation has 
at length effected its escape from the minister’s portfolio—the Lux- 
embourg railway. An agreement has been concluded between the 
minister of public works and the company (Clossman), for the grant 
of this railway, and the bill has in consequence been presented to the 
Chamber of Representatives. This line will start from Brussels 
direct, the station being in the quarter Leopold. It will pass by 
Wavre, whence it will make use, as far as Namur, of the line belong- 
ing to the company of Louvain and Sambre; from Namur it will 
take the direction by Ciuez, Rochefort, and Recogne, towards Arlon, 
from which it may be continued towards the frontiers of France and 
the Grand Duchy. There will be two branches, one towards the 
Ourthe, and the other to Bastogne. ‘his company cngages to exe- 
cute, as far as La Roche, the Luxembourg canal, of which the desig) 
has existed previous to 1830, and had indeed been partially proceeded 
in, ‘Lhe line is conceded for a term of ninety years, to date from the 
commencement of its opening, which ought to take place over its 
whole extent, at the latest, in five years after the promulgation of the 
act. The works, which should be begun in the first year, ought, on 
pain of forfeiture, to be half completed by the third year, ‘The scale

ABOUT nine months ago the author of these poems “ had another morn than 
ours,” leaving behind him a wife and two “ young ardent souls” to buffet with 
the world. Like other poets, Thomas Hood’s reward was not in this life, but 
when his “ warm and living frame had found its narrow house and dark” then 
the public lamentation and the woe were Joud and universal, that another of earth’s 
immortals “ had gone to his death” before his countrymen had done what they 
should have done—patronised his efforts with a more liberal hand while he lived. 
It is due, however, to the present Minister of England to mention, that, having 
appreciated the true genius of Tom Hood, Sir Robert Peel did himself the honour 
to autograph the offer of a small pension to the great humourist previous 
to his decease, which, we understand, continues during the widow's life. 
For twenty years Tom Hood wielded the sword of humour and satire with a 
free and daring arm, attacking abuses in “ Hood’s Own” peculiar way, fearless 
of either praise or blame; and especially is he to be regarded as another “ poet 
of the poor,” if for no other effusion of his pen than the graphic and deep ear- 
nest “ Song of the Shirt,” which h»s attained a world-wide fame, and drawn out 
the universal sympathy in favour of that devoted portion of our race whose lot 


it is to “ Work, work, work, stitch, stitch, stitch,” for “a bed of straw, a crust of 
bread, and—rags.” Hood's con ic genius and sarcastic humour are certainly his 
orginal features ; but these two volumes of his more serious poems show him to 
have been animated with as fine sensitiveness and deep poetic feeling as any of 
Britain’s bards. Henceforward, Hood’s name will find honourable mention 
among the poets of his country ; and we hope that the venerative spirit of 
liberal-minded Englishmen will yield that posthumous tribute to Tom Hood’s 
memory and genius which will call for the publication of other selections from 
his poems.

The electro-magnetic apparatus can give infensity but not 
qoantily of fluid.” “Io tact, it was not ga/vanism at all they had been trying, but 
electro-magnetism, I have tried electro-magnetism, but never found any benefit from 
it, unless the apparatus was so constructed as to allow the galvanic current to piss 
as well as the induced current.”

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STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 

The arrivals of English wheat were good towards the close of the 
previous weck, amounting to 9,528 qrs, principally from the more 
distant counties of Norfoll, Lincolnshire, and Cambridgeshire, most 
of which went direct to the millers, and at Mark lane on Monday 
there was a small show by land carriage samples from Essex and 
Suffolk, but a moderately fair quantity was offering from Kent; the 
best dry samples met a good sale, at fully the rates of last Monday, 
and in some instances for fine qualities of white 1s per qradvance 
was obtained, but there was no improvement either in the value 
or demand for secondary sorts; free foreiga was taken at quite as 
much money. The arrivals from abroad amounted to 18,939 qrs, 
viz., 970 from Alicant, 990 from Civita Vecchia, 950 from Con- 
stantinople, 310 from Fohr, 945 from Konigsberg, 1,000 from 
Leghorn, 1,300 from Naples, 2,2/0 from Odessa, 360 from Peters- 
burg, 400 from Requejada, 559 from Santander, 1,259 from 
Smyrna, and 7,694 from Thisted. The business done has been con- 
fined to a few parcels taken by the millers at full prices to be 
entered by certificates for immediate consumption. Flour was dull 
of sale; town made was unaltered in value, the nominal top price 
being 53s per sack, and ship samples realized former terms: the 
arrivals of English were 6,459 sacks, with 1,635 bris from the United 
States. There was only a moderate supply of barley from the home 
counties, and factors being unwilling to accept former terms, some- 
what checked the demand; the best malting qualities being scarce 
were ls per qr dearer ; other sorts were slow sale at former prices; 
the arrivals of English were 5,577 qrs, Scotch 68°, and 140 from 
Hamburgh. Of oats the quantity reported during the week was 
7,584 qrs Eaglish, 1,538 Scotch, 5,359 Lrish, and 8,060 foreign ; but 
the fresh arrivals were very small from our own coast and Scotland, 
with a few vessels in from Ireland and abroad ; a good consumptive 
demand was experienced for the best corn, at an improvemnt of 6d 
per qr, but for other qualitics the trade was slow at late rates. A 
moderate sale was experienced for beaus on former terms ; the supply 
consisted of 1,703 qrs English and 3,649 foreign, the latter from 
Alexandria. For peas the demand was slow for white, but grey and 
maples were in rather better request at late prices ; the arrivals were 
709 qrs English, 10 Scotch, and 1,567 foreign. 

At Liverpool the arrivals of Irish wheat during the week were 
liberal, amounting to 5,080 qrs; but only 66 qrs coastwise, with 440 
qrs into Runcorn. The market was well attended on ‘Tuesday, and 
a moderate sale was expcericnced for fine old and dry qualities of new 
Irish, at fully che currency of this day se’nnight, but inferior descrip- 
tions met very little inquiry; average 5s 3d on 3,516 qrs. The 
recvipts of foreign were small, being only 1,240 qrs; the only trans- 
action that occurred was the sale of a parcel of fair quality of Baltic 
red at 7s per 70 lbs. There was a good arrival of flour, consisting of 
6,611 sacks Irish, 477 coastwise, 50 barrels foreiga, and 11,233 from 
ihe United States. Irish was in fair request at full prices ; but Cana- 
dian was not so free sale as of late. Several lots of Western Canal 
in bond changed hands at 27s per barrel. Seed oats were 2d per 45 Ibs 
dearer, whilst the general runs were in limited request at barely 
former terms, and oatmeal was dull of sale, and prices in favour of 
the buyer. Fine malting barley was scarce and inquired for ; but 
other sorts were very difticult of sale. Indian corn meets with consi- 
derable attention; for red 323 to 34s, and for white 35s to 37s per 
480 Ibs, duty paid, were the current prices ; a few small parcels under 
lock were taken at from 31s to 33s per 480 Ibs for red and white. 
‘There was a moderate supply of wheat from the farmers at [ull, 

the condition being improved by the frosty weather. The millers 
| took the best samples, at rather higher rates, but secondary and in- 
| ferior sorts were difficult of sale; average, 483 6d on 1,097 qrs. 
| _ At Leeds the supplies of wheat were moderate ; there was a good 
inquiry for the best qualities, at an advance of ls per qr, whilst 
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secondary descriptions moved off slowly, at former rates ; average, 
57s 119d on 4998 qrs. Fine barley was in request, and Is per qr 
dearer. Oats met a fair demand, and were 4d per stone higher, 

The supply of grain at Lynn was good; fine wheat brought fully 
last week's prices, but secondary sorts were slow of sale, at previoug 
terms; the quantity sold was 1,228 qrs, at 47s 24d. For oats, beans, 
and peas, there was a good demand for seed, at full prices. Fine 
barley maintained the advance of last week, but other qualities were 
neglected. . 

There was a fair display of wheat at Spalding, the quality and the 
condition being improved. All descriptions were taken at fully the 
currency of last Tuesday; average 49s on 1,307 qrs. Oats were in 
short supply, and 6d per qr dearer. 

At Mark Lane on Wednesday there were very limited fresh arrivals 
of all grain from our own coast, as well as from Scotland and Ireland ; 
but from abroad good supplies of wheat were received. The trade 
for English wheat was firm, and all fine qualities brought fully the 
currency of Monday. Fine malting barley being scarce was held at 
full prices. Beans and peas were without change either in value or 
demand. Oats were taken to a fair extent by the consumers, at 
rather higher terms. 

Farmers brought forward a small quantity of wheat at Stockton, 
and there were only moderate arrivals coastwise; the millers being 
short of stock, all good qualities were taken freely, at an advance of 
ls to 2s per quarter on the currency of last Wednesday ; the average 
was 43s 5d on 102 qrs. Flour was without variation in price, 
Having a severe snow storm white peas were held for 2s per qr more 
money, but for other articles there was no change either in the value 
or demand. 

At Boston there was a very limited supply of all grain. Tho best 
sainples of wheat brought rather higher rates, but damp and inferior 
qualities were very difficult of sale; red 48s to 53s, fine 55s to 56s, 
white 50s to 55s, tine 57s to 58s per qr. Considerable inquiry was 
experienced for oats and beans, both for sowing and for shipment, at 
previous rates. 

The supply of wheat at Edinburgh was not so large as last week, 
it sold readily at an advance of Is to Is 6d per qr on the rates of last 
Wednesday ; for old a moderately fair business was done, and former 
prices were maintained. Although there was a somewhat larger 
quantity of barley offering, it was readily cleared off at ls per qr im- 
provement. 

The weather at Glasgow has become cold and frosty, with a heavy 
fall of snow. White and superior red wheat was in better demand, 
and full prices were obtained. Choice descriptions of flour were 
more saleable, but other sorts were still difficult of disposal. Parley 
was 6d to 1s dearer. Oats were in good request, at an improvement 
of Is per qr; and meal advanced |s to 2s per 280 Ibs, 

The weekly averages announced on ‘Thursday were 54s 3d on 
98,878 qrs wheat, 29s 4d on 87,764 of barley, 21s 9d on 44,856 oats, 
34s 2d on 174 rye, 35s 2d on 13,873 beans, 34s 9d on 3,116 peas. 
The duty advanced to 9s per qr on barley, and to 8s 6d on beans and 
yeas. 

At Birmingham there was a limited supply of wheat from farmers, 
which sold at an advance of Is per qr on all descriptions; average, 
56s Gid on 2,105 qrs. A fair business was done in barley, and prices 
were Is per gr higher. Oats were dull, and to effect sales a decline 
of 6d per qr had to be submitted to. The average of wheat in the 
neighbouring towns was 55s 39d on 1,488 qrs at Worcester; 563 5}d 
on 1,099 qrs at Wolverhampton ; and 54s 7d on 365 qis at Gloucester. 

There was a good display of wheat at Bristol; the sale was to- 
lerably brisk, at fully the currency of last week ; average, 49s 6d on 
603 qrs; no transactions cecurred in bonded. Flour wes in better 
request, but there was nochange in its value. Choice malting barley 
was in fair demand, and such brought rather higher prices, but all 
other descriptions were unsaleable. Fine heavy white oats met with 
rather more inquiry at full prices, but secondary sorts were difficult 
of sale, although offered at lower rates. 5 

At Uxbridge, the wheat being in better condition, it met a brisk 
sale at rather over the currency of last week. 

Although there was only a moderate supply of wheat at Newbury, 
it was equal to the demand ; the best dry qualities sold at an advance 
of Is per qr, but other sorts were neglected; average 54s Id on 595 
qrs. Barley was not in large supply. 


At Mark lane on Friday there were fair arrivals of Irish oats, 
with very moderate supplies of English grain, but from abroad there 
was a good importation of wheat. Fine wheat was in fair request, 
at fully Monday's prices. Bonded was held at full rates, but not 
much business occurred, Barley, beans, and peas were in moderate 
demand at former terms. Oats met a steady sale at an advance of 
Gd per qr for all good corn.

A Treasury order has been sent to the custom-house to permit 
buck-wheat and Indian corn to be liberated on the payment of Is per 
quarter, the parties to give bond to pay the old duty, provided the 
Parliament finally reject the ministerial project. 

A cargo of oats is now delivering at Sunderland from a Hanoverian 
vessel from the Weser, the freight of which is 3s per quarter. The 
oats are landed in bond to await Sir Robert Peel's low scale of duty,

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS. 
THE number of grain laden vessels which passed the Sound and Belt for 
England, from the 4th to the 12th March, were 3, wheat. 

There is not much variation in the prices of wheatin the Baltic, but they 
appear to have reached a range at which business can be done; the best 
red wheats of Rostock have been cffered at 46s 6d to 472, at which rates they 
have found bnyers in this country ; an improvement in trade is very proba- 
ble, and much business will be done if prices do not advance. At Stettin 
the prices are scarcely so low as at Rostock, but they may soon be expected 
to take the same level; good 62 lbs wheat is likely to range at 46s to 47s, 
and 62 to 63lbsat 47s to 48s per qr., f. 0. b., in the perts of Mecklenburg and 
Pommerania. Fine Danzig white wheats are much scarcer than the red 
qualities ; the crop of list year offers a very indifferent choice of quality, 
aud an unusually small quantity, hence we expect the prime old white 
wheats will command extra prices throughout the season, but the common 
white and mixed wheat will range lower than present prices quoted from 
Danzig, unless our markets in England improve considerably. 

The market at Hamburg ‘offers nothing new—the same dull state con- 
tinues, and prices are 1s cheaper for wheat; they are quoted at 453 to 46s 
for light sorts of red, 58 to 59 Ibs per bushel; good 61 to 62 lbs per bushel 
is worth 48s to 49s per qr. f. 0. b. 

The Dutch markets are exceedingly dull and cheaper, and the Belgian 
markets are also very dull. The supplies into these markets are larger than 
the current demand, and the intermediate speculators have lost their cou- 
rage. The markets of Holland and Belgium have now for the moment lost 
its interest for us, they are too cheap toimport from us, and rather too dear 
to send us supplies, but a very slight improvement here would render this 
latter operation practicable to a sinall extent, unless the consumers should 
take alarm at a re-expoitation to England. The French markets are in the 
same uninteresting state 

At Odessa the trade was quiet, after the large operations reported in our 
last, only about 6,000 chets. have been sold at the same prices. The quan- 
tity of fine wheat is unusually small, and the best samples are not to be had 
under 39s to 40s per qr., free on board. Still, very good merchantable quality 
can be had at 35s to 56s, and common wheat as low as 528 to 33s per qr. ; 
thesbest wheats, weighing 63 Ibs per bushel, were in very few hands, and an 
upward movement of prices was expected for these sorts, if ever the com- 
mon sorts should get cheaper. At present the prices of wheat at Odessa are 
quoted higherfthan they have been all through the season of last year, or 
for many years previous. Our long-continued dull state in England has not 
depressed the prices at Odessa; other markets sup;ly our place, and dimi- 
nished stocks lead us to no other conclusion, than that higher prices are in- 
evitable in the East, upon the return of a British demand for wheat, 

Oats at Archangel can be had on contract, at 13s 6d to 14s per qr., with 
usual conditions of half money in advance; large sales have recently been 
made thereat.— Body & Co.’s Circular. 

New Orvkans, February 10th.—Under date of our last report, we stated 
that although the flour market had given way on that day, purchasers were 
but little disposed to come forward unless at a further reduction. The 
same feeling prevailed on Saturday, when the sales were confined to some 
mere retail parcels, at 4dols 624¢ for Ohio. Yesterday holders submitted 
to a decline of 124¢, which brought forward some shippers, and the sales 
amounted to 5,000 bris, at 4dols 50¢e. At these prices there was a tolerably 
good inquiry to-day, and about 3,500 bris changed hands. Arrived during 
the past three days, 12,815 brls, Cleared in the same time, 3.526 brIs. The 
arrivals of Indian corn have been extensive, and the additional accumulation 
of stock having rendered holders anxious to sell, even at a reduction on for- 
mer rates, has been the means of imparting a decided degree of animation 
to the market, no less than 75,000 bushels having changed hands during the 
past few days, at prices varying from 40c to 46¢e, according to quality. To- 
day again a large business has been done, amounting to fully 25,000 bushels, 
at same prices. Oats have likewise given way since our last, and we notice 
sales of about 1,900 sacks, in various lots, at 50¢ per bushel. There have 
been some small arrivals of wheat since our lest, but no sales have tran- 
spired, as most of the parcels are to be forwarded. Arrived during the past 
3 days, 31,239 sacks Indian corn, 1,183 sacks oats, and 542 sacks whicat. 
Cleared in the same time, 4,293 sacks Iudian corn.

Dover Harsour ExtanGeEMENT.—These works are again in active 
progress. For some time back they have been retarded for want of 
granite ; but now supplies have come in plentifully both from Devon 
and Cornwall, four cargoes having been discharged here within this 
week from those places. The site of the government old storchouses 
has been totally levelled during the past fortnight, the sea-wall is 
completed, the ponderous gates at the entrance to the Pent have 
been hung, and are nearly completed, and it is now confidently an- 
ticipated that the whole will be finished in six or eiglt months.— 
Kentish Observer. 

Manure Company.—It is intended to form a company in New- 
castle, for the purpose of turning the contents of the common 
sewers to profitable account. It is proposed to intercept and con- 
vey them underground, without the slightest nuisance to the pub- 
lic, to a considerable distance from the town, where reservoirs will 
be formed, and buildings erected, and there subject them to a chemi- 
cal process, by which all objections on the score of offensiveness 
will be destroyed, and the substance, as a manure, improved in its 
fertilizing properties. It is proposed then to dry it by artificial 
means, and thus r. nder it fit and convenient for carriage. Upon a 
moderate caleulation, not fewer than 10,000 tous of valuable munure 
are wasted, which, at 3/ per ton, would amount to an annual loss of 
30,0001.— Newcastle Journal. 

First Importation oF Inpian Corn unveR THE New Doty.— 
Amongst the foreign arrivals in Clyde last week, {we notice the Gon- 
dola, ot and from New York, Captain J. Rennie, witha general cargo, 
including a consignment of Indian corn to Messrs J. Fyfie and Co., 
of this city. This, we believe, is the first importation of Indian corn 
in any quantity that has been made into the Clyde for many years, 
and is the first at the reduced duty. The importers have hit upon 
the exact time for giving success to the adventure, as the Is duty 
came only into operation on Saturday last.— Glasgow Chronicle. 

Nraponitan Tanirr.—We are glad to learn from a letter, dated 
Naples, February 5, received by a mercantile house in Manchester, 
that there is every probability of an carly decision on the modification 
of the Neapolitan tariff by the Neapolitan government, and that the 
new tariff is likely to be very favourable. The following is an extract 
from the letter, the writer of which is stated to have access to the 
very best sources of information:—* The reductions of import duties 
not being yet decided upon, business is in a state of complete stagna- 
tion, nobody venturing either to buy or sell. It seems, however, that 
we shall very sooa have a decision on this subject; the ministers be- 
ing seriously engaged in considering it, and the King being decidedly 
favourable to large reductions of the duties on yarns and manufac- 
tured goods. This change wiil prove a serious blow to our manufac- 
turers, as it will cause a great increase of importations, and our 
commercial relations with England will become much more exten- 
sive.”"— Manchester Guardian.

BRAZIL TRADE FOR 1845. 


Tue Petrel arrived at Falmouth on Monday last from Rio de 
Janeiro, whence she sailed on the 3lst January, brings our usual 
files of the Kio Mercantile Journal, which contains an elaborate retro- 
spect of the trade of 1845. ‘Lhe Journal states that— 
* The business of the past year was, upon the whole, more satisfactory 
than was that transacted in 1844. , 
_“ Our import trade was extensive as regards reecipts and sales, and, upon 
the whole, more profitable than in previous years, but the absence of legis- 
lative enactments to cherish and foster this ‘principal fount of the revenue 
of the country continued to be severely felt. Year aiter year has the atten- 
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LT 
tion of the legislature been called to the lax state of our commercial code 
to the laws of bankruptcy and of mortgage; but the call has been in vai)" 
nothing has been done in a matter so vitally important to the true interests 
of the empire. Will the attempt be made during the next sessions? We 
fear not, unless some of the practical members of the Chamber of Deputies 
arouse the legislature to a sense of the indispensable necessity of those laws 
which, if ¢flicient, will more truly serve the interests and advance the pros.

IMPORT OF COTTON INTO MEXICO. 
Tue following letter shows that the report as to the permission to 


import cotton into Mexico was well founded. Our letters state that 
it is probable that, under this regulation, about 80,000 bales will be 
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annually taken from the United States to Mexico; but in the present 
comparative state of production and consumption, it is pot expected 
materially to affect the cotton market, —— when it is consi- 
dered that cotton imported into Mexico must displace other cotton 
or cotton goods made elsewhere :— 

Vera Cruz, ist February, 1846. 

Dear Sir,—I wrote you a few hurried lines on the 21st ult., which went 
forward per United States brig Somers to Pensacola, and now can inform you 
that the report then alluded to about the permission of the importation of 
foreign cotton has proved to be true, The respective decree was published 
at the capital under date 21st ult., and there is not any quantity fixed in 
the same. The following conditions are stipulated :— 

Any individual who wishes to import cotton, has to address his solicita- 
tions to the Minister of Finances, expressing the number of quintals in 
Spanish weight which he wants to import, when he may obtain a license in 
the following terms, viz.:—‘ The importation is only to be effected through 
the port of Vera Cruz. The party interested in the license pay the duty, 
at the rate of ten dollars per quintal én all. The payment of the duties is to 
be made at the treasury, in cash, directly on the license being granted (viz. 
in advance), excluding any{negotiation relative to the advance, by which the 
fixed rate might become reduced.” 

‘The decree is composed of some more articles of little importance at pre- 
sent, referring also to claims which might be made with regard to the im- 
position of the duties thus levied, on which the house of Maning, Marshall, 
and Co., for instance, had advanced a large amount to the former govern- 
ment, with a view to get a private licence, but which, it seems, had been 
removed, since it is reported per packet express, arrived to-day, that for 
account of Archibald Hope, a license had been taken for 2,000 quintals, and 
that Rubio would take another for 20.000 quintals, provided the govern- 
ment would receive in payment, as cash, an amount of 100,000 dollars for 
clothing, which he sold them some time since, reserving to himself all the 
advantages which might be granted to others, 

The country is quiet ; all the Departments, with the exception only of 
Yucatan, whence no news has reached yet, have submitted to the new go- 
vernuinent. 

Paredes, from the prudent and beneficial measures adopted by him thus 
far, is gaining ground every day. The influential part of the people, being 
naturally averse to any military movement, did not oppose, in order not to 
provoke a civil war, remaining in expectation of what is to come. The order 
for the convention of Congress, whose task it shall be to form anew consti- 
tution adapted to the state of the country, has just been issued, 

The American minister, Mr Slidell, has come down to Jalapa without 
having been able to settle anything; the former government, it appears, 
did not want to receive a minister, but a simple commissioner only. A con- 
ducta arrived here the day before yesterday, with about 900,000 dis. Business 
has, during all the past month, been extremely dull, but as the new tariff 
goes into operation to-day, we expect a revival of trade with the arrivals 
of fresh and cheaper supplies, which it is expected will pour in very shortly.

There is no doubt that bankers, especially in the 
country, where the practice prevails of making advances in open 
account to their customers, have found an inconvenient demand 
for such accommodation from these reasons, which they can 
with difficulty meet, from the very fact that the usual amount of 
legitimate securities on which they make advances, are not forth- 
coming, on which they, in their turn, can draw capital from the 
channels where it is to spare, to those where it is required, and 
can be profitably employed. As long as manufacturers or 
merchants hold their goods, they are not possessed of legiti- 
mate and recognised securities on which money is advanced. 
When they are sold, and their value is represented by a bill 
of exchange, a negotiable security is created, on which a country 
banker can make advances, with the assurance of replacing 
his capital from other channels, if required, on such terms 
as leave him a profit. It will be said that this involves the 
supposition that bankers must re-discount, or obtain advances 
on the bills they have taken from their customers. No doubt 
it does. And notwithstanding the strong prejudice which 
exists against this system, we must own that we cannot but 
look upon it as a perfectly legitimate and justifiable practice; 
of course, like all other business, requiring care and prudence 
in its exercise. A banker's business is essentially to borrow 
at one rate and lend at another. A_ banker receives 
deposits, that is, he is substantially a borrower from one class 
of customers and a lender to others, his own capital acting 
merely as a basis for his credit, and so far as it goes to aid 
his ability to lend. Bankers in London sometimes lend money 
through bill-brokers, and sometimes borrow money in the same 
channel, or from the Bank, taking or depositing bills of ex- 
change, or other securities, as a guarantee for such loans either 
way. In what way is it different if country bankers send up 
their bills of exchange to London to a bill broker, and either 
re-discount or borrow upon them in order further to lend. It 
is of the same character as their other business, borrowing at 
one rate to lend at another. No doubt the whole prudence and 
safety of the business turns upon the care with which he makes 
his loans, and the quality of the securities on which he first lends, 
and then again borrows. But this is a matter of care and 
prudence of management, and not involving any principle. 

Moreover, the system by which country bankers re-discount 
bills in London, or borrow upon them, is precisely the me- 
chanism by which capital is transferred from one part of the 
country, where it cannot be usefully or profitably employed, to 
another where it can be so. Bankers in agricultural districts 
receive more deposits than they can profitably employ at home. 
They send money to the bill broker in London, and lend it at a cer- 
tain rate of interest. The bankers in the mercantile and manufac- 
turing towns have usually a greater demand for loans or ad- 
vances to discount their customers’ bills, created by trade, than their 
own deposits would enable them to grant. They send their se- 
curities, on which they have already made advances, to London, 
and borrow from the bill brokers at one rate, and lend to their 
customers at a higher. By this means the spare capital and 
savings of men in Norfolk, find employment in Liverpool and 
Manchester; the different bankers and bill brokers acting in 
reality as agents, and interposing their credit, responsibility, 
and knowledge of the parties, as a guarantee for the safety of 
the transaction. 

If, therefore, as during the last two months, the number of 
transactions are unusually limited, on which the creation of those 
securities aepend, an interruption necessarily takes place in the 
circulation of the capital. And money, as has been the case, 
may be abundant iu London in the hands of lenders, but, from a 
scarcity of the necessary securities, cannot be circulated. 

We have received several letters relating to our remarks on the 
effect of capital on railway investments, as compared with foreign 
invesiments. ‘hose letters show that the great error into which peo- 
ple fall, and the difficulty of taking a clear and correct view upon 
ihese subjects, arises from the almost universal confusion which exists 
with respect to money and capital. For the want of a clear understand. 
ing of this distinction, we believe more mischief has occurred in trade 
and in banking than: from any other cause—excepting, always, gross 
mismanagement. ‘The subjectis so important, that we propose, at the 
-arliest possible time, to resume our series of banking articles,which we 
suspended at the end of the last session of parliament, and endeavour 
to make this distinction plain; showing the effects of railway de- 
posits and railway investments on the capital of the country, and the 
future effect of railway calls, and especially considering how the 
great difficulty with which we are threatened by the enormous 
amount of railway schemes can best be averted. 

On "Change to-day short paper on Amsterdam was a little in de- 
mand, and a higher rate was given for it, while on Antwerp and 
Paris the rates were somewhat lower. 

As the tariff is now nearly through the committee, and as orders 
have already gone to the custom-house for the delivery of goods at 
the new rates, it may be expected that business will assume a more 
favourable and active form, and that some relief will be experienced 
among all classes of traders. 


Bank oF ENGLAND.—A general court was held on Thursday, for the 
purpose of declaring the half-yearly dividend. There was a considerable 
attendance of proprietors present. The Governor said, it was his duty 
to inform them that the court of directors having considered that a divi- 
dend might be made of 3/ 10s 6d for the half year’s interest, without any 
deduction for income tax. (Hear, hear.) It might be agreeable te them to 
have a little information as to the state of the “rest.” The gross amouut 
of “ rest” at the time when the accounts were made up on the 31st August 
last was 3,588,887/, showing an increase of 15,363, from the result of the ac- 
counts when previously made up. The “ rest,” when the aecounts were 
made up to the 28th of February, 1846, was 3,689,430/, showing an increase 
of 100,543/, or a real increase on the year of 15,906/. (Hear, hear.) He 
begged to move that this court order a dividend to be made of 3/ 10s 6d, 
interest and profit, for the half year ending April next, without deduction 
for income tax.—The motion declaring the declaring the dividend was put 
and carried unanimously.—The Governor announced that dividend warrants 
would be delivered and paid on Monday the 6th of April next.—Mr Salomons 
then moved that the particular thanks of the court be tendered to the go- 
vernor, the deputy-governor, and the court of directors for their good man- 
agement and care, and effective assistance given to the commercial wor'd, 
which was carried unanimously; and the governor having acknowledged 
the compliment the court broke up. 


CLosING THE TRANSFER-BOOKS AT THE BANK OF ENGLAND.—The follow 
ing notice was issued on Monday at the Bank of England and South Sea 
house :-—* The transfer-books for annuitics, due 15th of April, 1846, will be 
closed and opened as follows :—Bank stock, from Tuesday, Mareh 10, till 
Tuesday, April 14, three-and-a-quarter per cent annuities, from Tuesday, 
March 10, till Friday, April 17; reduced three per cent annuities, from 
Tuesday, March 10, till Friday, April 17; long annuities, from Tuesday, 
March 10, till Friday, April 17 ; annuities for terms of years, from Tuesday, 
March 10, till Friday, April 17. The transfer-books of Old South Sea annui- 
tics will be closed from Tuesday, the 10th of March, till Friday, the 17th of 
April.” 


MONEY MARKET. 

Mownpay, March 16.—Consols very flat to-day, the majority of the speculators 
being sellers. The news from America was not regarded as important, and can- 
not be said to have produced any great impression on prices. Rumours were 
current in the course of the day respecting the state of affairs in the Punjaub. 
And this caused a fall of nearly 3 per cent in prices compared with the quota- 
tions of Saturday. Consols left off this afternoon 96 to | for money, and 964 to 
2 for the account. Exchequer-bills were 34s to 37s pm. There was rather 
more business transacted in the foreign market this afternoon, and Mexican and 
Portuguese were both better. Mexican advanced on the news received by the 
Cambria, and Portuguese was well supported in consequence of the measures 
taken by that government for collecting the revenue of the country. The latest 
operations were—Brazilian, 83; Mexican actives, $1}; for the account, 314; 
Peruvian, 36 ; for the account, 364 ; Portuguese five per cents, 75 ; ditto four per 
cents, 57 ; Spanish five per cents, 264; ditto Coupons, 21; the three per cents, 
363; and Dutch four per cents, certificates, 95. 

TUESDAY, March 17.—The public securities remain flat. The speculators con- 
tinue sellers, and hence the downward tendency of quotations. Consols for 
money were finally marked 954 to 96; for the account, 9¢4 to}. Exchequer- 
bills closed 33s to 36s pm. There was very little business done in any of the 
stock-markets to-day, the settlement of the accounts in foreign securities and 
railway shares occupying much of the time of the dealers. Both the settlements 
were small, and therefore they produced very little effect upon the tone of prices, 
The government broker, who yesterday purchased only about 10,0001 consols, 
chiefly on account of the savings banks, resumed to-day his purchases on account 
of the National Debt Commissioners, and bought 21,000/ consols, besides 5,0001 
for the savings banks, and 2,600/ for the life annuities. There was a good sup- 
ply of bills upon most continental places offering upon ‘Change to-day. No mate- 
rial alteration occurred in the rates, with the exception of those for Holland and 
Frankfort, which were rather lower than last post. 

WEDNESDAY, March 18.—A very small amount of business was transacted in 
the public securitics to-day. The result was that prices gave way, and the 
speculators for the fall encouraged the movement. Consol!s for money left off at 
954 to 2; and for the account, at 96, sellers Exchequer bills were dull at 25s 
to 303 prem. Sales of these have been effected to a rather considerable extent 
within the last day or two. Bank stock for the account was done at the high 
price of 2124; the last bargain was, however, closed at 2114. Long Annuities 
(30 years, expiring the 5th of January, 1860) were marked at 163; and South 
Sea stock, at 1062. The condition of business in the foreign market was flat, 
and a tendency to decline noticeable. The reported resignation of the Spanish 
ministry had no particular effect on prices, The government broker bought to- 
day 21,000/ consols for the National Debt Commissioners, and 5,000/ on account 
of the savings banks. 

THURSDAY, March 19.—Consols were steady at 95} to 96 for money, and # 
96 to § for the account. The speculators were not active in their operations, and 
the English market presented rather a languid appearance. Long annuities (40

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS 


Tue session of half-yearly meetings may be said to have closed 
on Wednesday, with that of the South Eastern Company, The 
proceedings in Pariiament, however, promise to keep the interest 
of the railway public sufficiently alive for the next three or four 
months. 


The half-yearly meeting of the Namur and Liege Company was 
held on Tuesday, when a report was read, from which it appears 
that the portion from Liege to Seraing which is expected to be 
the most productive, has been in course of construction since the 
24th of January last, and is expected to be ready for opening in 
August next. The contract for the whole line from Namur to 
Liege has been fixed at 17,725,000 fr, and has been taken by 
contractors of known wealth and respectability. ‘The line from 
Mons to Manage, which was at first merely intended to carry 
coals, it has been resolved, under the advice of the engineer, to 
also adapt for a passenger line, which, from its easy connection 
with the principal Belgian and French railways, it is peculiarly 
adapted for; and the cost of the line, which is already contracted 
for, has been fixed at 7,160,000 fr. Perhaps the most gratifying 
fact mentioned was, that the provisional committee have not only 
been enabled, from the profits made by interest ard the difference 


in the exchange, to give the proprietors 4 per cent on their | 


deposits, but have paid the whole of the preliminary expenses 
to March. In the course of the proceedings, it was stated that 
it is the opinion of Mr Carbery, the engineer of the Belgian 
Government, that the shares which are at 1 dis, would be, but for 
the depressed state of the money market, at 10 prem. 

The South Western and the Glasgow, Paisley, Kilmarnock, 
and Ayr Companies have held formal meetings, at which the 
various bills promoted by them before Parliament have been 
approved of. 

On Wednesday the half-yearly meeting of the South Easter® 
Railway Company was held, and passed off in a manner strongly 
to remind us, as was observed by one of the speakers, of the 
unanimity generally displayed at the meetings of the London 
and Birmingham, or other large companies where everything is 
going on prosperously. The accounts of the company show that 
there has been an increase in the number of passengers as com- 
pared with the corresponding half of last year from 392,768 to 
531,558, and the receipts from 102,749/ to 104,906/, The increase 
in receipts is not so large in comparison as in the number of 
passengers, which is accounted for by the reduction of fares and 
the system of granting day-tickets at 2-3ds of the regular fares 
which has been adopted. There has also been an increase on 
the merchandise department of 9,131/, leaving a sum of 78,048/ 


_ at the disposal of the proprietors, out of which a dividend was 


declared of 17s 6d upon the paid-up shares, 6s 7d on the No 1 


| shares, and 3s 9d upon the No 2 shares, leaving the handsome 
) reserve of 11,9567 to be carried forward to the next half-year’s 





account. The Maidstone branch is to be opened as a double 
line in the course of the month; and the Ashford, Canterbury, 
Ramsgate, and Margate Branch, which was opened to Canterbury 
on the 6th ult, is expected to be completed to Ramsgate by 
Easter. The other extensions of the company are proceeding 
very satisfactorily, and the utmost confidence was expressed by 
the directors on the success of their measures before Parliament. 
On the following day, the same chairman, directors, and share- 
hoiders met under another designation, “The South Eastern and 
Continental Steam-packet Company,” and declared their first divi- 
dend, 4s per share, or 9 per cent on the amount paid. The 
company’s boats, acknowledged to be the first on the station, 
are to be increased from five to eight, so as to insure a certain 
passage at all times. 

The committee of shareholders of the East Belgian Railway, 
appointed to confer with the directors on the propriety of 
winding-up the affairs of the company, have called the share- 
holders together, and reported that the directors are opposed to 
taking such a course; and a petition to the Belgian Government 
has accordingly been agreed to, praying that the “concession ’ 
may not be granted, and the return of the caution money. The 
directors have called a general meeting for Wednesday next. 
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Three committees on groups, of which fifty-nine have been 
appointed, commenced sitting on Monday last, when the real 
legislation of the session as regards railways may be said to 
have commenced. The committees which have commenced 
their labours, are those on the Kentish and South Eastern group, 
the South Eastern and Brighton group, and the Caledonian and 
Glasgow group. 

On Thursday Mr Wilson Patten brought forward a motion in 
the House of Commons, founded on the report of the committee 
on railways, that an address should be presented to her Majesty, 
praying her to appoint a royal commission to inquire into all 
schemes which affect the metropolis or its suburbs. Sir Robert 
suggested that the debate should be deferred till Monday, to 
give the Government an opportunity of considering the subject, 
a course which, after a short discussion, was adopted. Ina 
subsequent part of the evening a long debate took place, on the 
motion of Mr. Morrison, to appoint a select committee to inquire 
whether, without discouraging legitimate enterprise, conditions 
may not be embodied in railway acts better fitted than those in- 
serted in them at present, to promote and secure the interests of the 
public. The chief objects of Mr Morrison seems to be the intro- 
duction of the French system of granting lines to companies on 
leases terminable ata fixed period; and heargued that under that 
system tares were much lower in France and Belgium than in Eng- 
land. Mr Mangles maintained that the French principle was inap- 
plicable to this country, and that the effect of restricting private 
enterprise had been, that while there were 3,051 miles of railway 
open in this country, there were only 376in France. After a 
long discussion, in which various objections were taken to the 
appointment of the committee, though no amendment was pro- 
posed or real opposition offe zed to it, Sir Robert Peel said that 
it appeared to him that the object of the motion was two-fold— 
the one to fix some tariff of prices, to which all railways should 
be compelled to conform, and the other the adoption of the 
French system, giving the companies only a temporary interest 
in the lines. He was of opinion that if Parliament had com- 
mitted errors in regard to railway legislation, they had a right 
to correct them now; but the question was whether it was 
desirable to suspend legislation pending the report of the com- 
mittee, or to insert clauses in the bills rendering them liabie to 
any general bill which Parliament might hereafter sanction. 
He thought there might be a difficulty in applying the reserva- 
tion to years to come, though there might not be that di ifficulty 
in the present session. At all events, the committee should 
make some report at an early period. After a short further 
discussion, the report was ee 

An action was tried on = Northern Circuit at York, on 
Saturday, Worth and Frith » Gresham and Copeland, in which 
the plaintiffs, who are surveyors, sought to recover their bill 
against the defendants, as members of the provisional com- 
mittee of the Leeds, Midland, and Lincoln Junction Railway.

GRAY V. THE LIVERPOOL, BOLTON, AND BURY RAILWAY COMPANY, 

This was an action by the plaintiffs for an injunction to restrain 
the defendants from constructing their railway nearer to their mills 
and premises than a certain distance mentioned in a clause of the 
defendants’ act of parliament. ‘The plaintiffs, John and William 
Gray, are proprietors of cotton mills and extensive premises at 
Darcy Lever, on the line of the railway, and carry on the trade of 
cotton spinning very extensively, having laid out 80,000/ upon the 
mills and premises, and having a capital of 15,000! embarked in the 
business, which gives employment to 400 workpeople. In 1845, 
when the promoters of the railway were applying for their act, they 
were vigorously opposed by the Messrs. Gray, and such a case of 
hardship did they make out (the railway being intended to run 
through their property in such a manner as would ruin their business) 
that the committee of one of the houses of parliament refused to 
proceed, unless the promoters of the railway would undertake to 
satisfy Messrs Gray. ‘Accordingly after some negotiations they 
withdrew all opposition, in consideration of a clause being intro- 
duced into the act specially relating to this particular case, and pro- 
viding that the company should not, without their consent, construct 
their railway nearer than the north-east end of Leverbridge. After 
the passing of the act, and up to February last, nothing was done, 
except that the Messrs Gray made an offer to the company, which 
they simply rejected, without assigning any reason or making any 
proposal for an accommodation. ‘The company then proceeded to 
lay outa line, which the plaintiffs conceiving to be entirely at va- 
riance with the clause in the act, and altogether ruinous to their bu- 
siness, filed their bill, and now moved for an injunction. Mr Kin- 
dersiey, Mr ‘Turner, and Mr Bacon, for the plaintiffs, contended that 
the company were proceeding in direct violation of the clause, in 
consideration of which the plaintiffs had discontinued their opposi- 
tion to the passing of the act. The Solicitor-General and Mr Rolt 
contended that it could not be the intention of the Legislature to 
allow the Messrs Gray to put a stop toa great public undertaking on 
which about a million of money was being expended. On the court 
throwing out a remark as to the company proceeding to lay out their 
line ou the plaintiff's grounds, without any attempt at an arrange- 
ment, the parties, after consulting together, agreed that the motion 
should stand over till the next seal, for the purpose of endeavouring 
to arraxge. 
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Rartway Promoterns.—At Lambeth street police office on Satur- 
day Mr J. MH. Poweil was fined 20/ under the 7 and 8 Victoria, 
commonly called the joint stock companies’ act, for not having re- 
gistered the Grand Junction, Great Western, and South Western 
Junction railway, of which he was one of the promoters.

EDINBURGH AND GLASGOW AMENDMENT AND QUEENSFERRY BRANcH.— 
Mr Macneil opened the case. Its object was to complete the means of commu. 
nication between the Forth and Clyde by means of certain extensions and al. 
terations of the existing lines. Last year the Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway 
company obtained an extension of their line tothe Broomiclaw wharf on the 
Clyde. It was found, however, that engineering difficulties would have to be 
encountered in the construction of the line as originally proposed of such a 
nature that it was deemed advisable to change to a certain extent the direction 
of the extension. Hence the present application. The bill also proposed to 
form a branch from the Edinburgh and Glasgow line to Queensferry, and to 
connect, by means of a single line of rail, the carriages to be drawn by horse 
traction, the principal line with Port Dundas, the Glasgow hirbour of the Forth 
and Clyde Canal. The only opposition was to the latter branch, which it was 
contended would interfere prejudicially with the communication between the 
canal and the premises of certain distillers and manufacturers on the banks. 
Evidence was called pro and con, but the case was not concluded when the com- 
mittee rose. — Tuesday — Farther evidence having been proceeded with, the com- 
mittee determined that the PREAMBLE, 80 far as those portions of the scheme 
went which propose to make the deviation from the original line and the br.nch 
to Queensferry, was duly PROVED, but that that part of the preamble relating to 
the branch from the main line to Port Dundas was not proved. 

GENERAL TERMINUS AND GLASGOW HARBOUR.—This is one of three com- 
peting schemes—the General Terminus and Glasgow Harbour, the Glasgow 
Harbour Grand Junction, and Glasgow Harbour Mineral. Mr Hildyard opened 
the case fur the promoters of the General Terminus company. ‘The object of 
the scheme was to unite the railways upon the south side of the Clyde with the 
Broomielaw. Various schemes had been from time to time proposed for this 
purpose, but all of them had miscarried. To this scheme, however, there was 
no opposition from the parties from whence opposition had formerly been offered. 
The Glasgow Harbour Grand Junction, one of the competing lines, was opposed 
by all the landowners on the line, and the General Terminus company was the 
only one favoured by the Clyde trustees. Besides this, its curves and gradients 
were more advantageous than those of either of the two companies. Wednesday. 
—The whole of to-day was occupied in hearing evidence in support of the bill. 
Thursday.—The case for the promoters of this bill was concluded to-day, and 
the committee proceeded with 

THE HARBOUR MINERAL .COMPANY, Which was opened by Mr Talbot. He 
enlarged upon the crowded state of the harbour, and the importance of sepa- 
rating the mineral from the general traflic. The whole tendency of the trade 
in its gradual increase was towards the west, in the direction where the Harbour 
Mineral proposed to run their line down to the river. They proposed, too, to 
construct a tidal basin, which would have the effect of relieving the river from 
the crowd of shipping which thronged it. The Mineral line would convey goods 
at a cheaper rate by a penny aton than would the General Terminus. Ad- 

journed. Friday.—F.vidence in support of this bill having been gone into, the 
committee adjourned till Monday. 

Grove X1V.—Monday.—This committee, consisting of Mr E. Protheroe, 
chairman, Lord Emlyn, Mr Grogan, General Lygon, and Mr John O'Con- 
nell, met to-day, and having arranged some preliminaries, adjourned without 
having taken any of the lines into consideration. Tuesday.—NorTH KENT. 
—Mr Sergeant Wrangham opened the case, and went into an enumeration 
of the advantages which the North Kent held out to the various towns 
through which it is proposed to go. The population from Deal to Dover 
alone, including the inhabitants of those towns, numbers 400,000, It em- 
braced the great naval and military establishments of Woolwich, Chatham, and 
Sheerness, and the great and populous towns of Maidstone and Canterbury. 
The ports of Dover and Deal were alone of the greatest consideration. The 
North Kent line commenced not far from the foot of Southwark bridge, at the 
junction of Union street and the Southwark bridge road, near Queen street, 
Cheapside, which brought the traffic at once into the heart of the metropolis. 
The company proposed to join their line with the Southern and Western, which 
would give them access to their Hungerford station, and thereby to the west-end 
of the metropolis. They also proposed to join the Croydon line, so that they should 
command London bridge on the one hand, and Waterloo bridge on the other. 
As far as Blickheath and Woolwich were concerned, they should run a tunnel 
under the one and reach the other by a loop, without going near the locality of 
the shell practice, and reach the main line near Plumstead common. Enginecr- 
ing difficulties, such as the crossing of the Medway near Rochester, and the 
Bexley heath Creek, had been got over, which they should bring evidence to 
prove. ‘The line from Rochester to Sittingbourne was straight as could be, 
whilst the rival one diverged into the Marshes. They also gave a branch to 
Chilham, and communicated from Canterbury with the Isle of Thanet. At 
present the route from London to Canterbury was eighty-one miles ; the South- 
Eastern proposed to reduce it at the utmost to sixty-two; they (the North 
Kent) would reduce it to sixty-seven. Their capital was 3,750,00(/ for the line 
and branches. Their opponents’ was about the same, 100,000/ more or less. The 
learned serjeant went into minor particulars to be adduced in evidence ; 
amongst which, he said, that by the proposed line the distance between Water- 
loo bridge and Dover would be seventy-four miles, while by the old line it was 
seventy-nine and a half. Deal was reached at present by a circuitous route by 
Ashford and Canterbury, Of 103 miles they (the North Kent) proposed to re- 
duce the distance to seventy-two. After proceeding with some further details, 
the learned serjeant proceeded to call evidence in support of his statement, 
which had not concluded when the committce rose. Wednesday was entirely 
occupied in hearing the cvidence of Mr Vignoles in support of the bill. 
Tiursday.— The further evidence in support of the line was proceeded with, 
but had not concluded when the committee rose. F. iday.—The evidence was 
continued to-day, but had not concluded when the committee adjourned. 

Group X V.—Monday.— The select committee to which this group of Lills was 
referred met to-day. The members of the committee were—Mr O'Connell, 
(chairman), Mr Hindley, Sir R. Price, Captain Hatton, and Mr M‘Kinnon. 

Tue Sour Eastern (Ashford Station enlargement) bill, and the South East- 
ern (Rye to Rye harbour) bill, being unopposed, were, in conformity with the re- 
solution of the house of Feb. 26, referred to the committee on unopposed bills, of 
which Mr Greene is chairman. 
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BRIGHTON, LEWES, AND HastTinGs (Deviations, and Eastbourn, Hailsham, 
Seaford, and Newhaven Branch) Bitt.—Mr Hill opened the case. The object 
of the bill was to enable the London and Brighton railway company to construct 
certain branch lines, and to make deviations. The proposed Hailsham line was 
to be 34 miles long, and the Eastbourne line about 4 miles. Evidence having 
been given, the committee declared that the preamble of the bill was proved, and 
it was ordered to be reported to the house. 

Soutu Eastern (Tunbridge Wells to Hastings and Rye) Brru.— Mr Austin 
objected to Mr Hill being heard on the part of the London and Brighton com- 
pany, as this was not a competing line, as the proposed line opened a district of 
country which was not accommodated by the Hastings branch of the London 
and Brighton company. Mr Hill was heard in reply, and the committee deter- 
mined that the opposition of the London and Brighton company could not be 
sustained, as it Was not a competing line for the traffic. Mr Austin then pro- 
ceeded to open the case on behalf of the promoters of the line. The proposed 
line was to extend from Tunbridge Wells to Hastings and Rye. It was to be 
25} miles in length to Hastings, and there was to be a fork at Wa'lington to 
Rye, or rather to Winchelsea, which would be about 5 miles long, making 31 
miles of railway altogether. The line, as regarded in an engineering point of 
view, was a very easy one. There would be, a viaduct and three tunnels. The 
former about 220 yards long, and the latter respectively 200, 352, and 1,465 yards 
long.

Wednesday, —10XDON AND BRIGHTON (EAstT GRINSTEAD BRANCH) and Sout 
EASTERN (GODSTONE STATION to EAST GRINSTEAD) bills These were com- 
peting lines. As Mr Hill was about to open the jroceedings, the committee 
consulted together for a few minutes, when the chairman, (Mr O’Conne!]) 
suggested that, as these lines were both to a small place, and of but few miles in 
length, it would be better for both companies to come to some arrangement, by 
either withdrawing both bills, or by allowing both to pass. The suggestion, 
however, did not appear to meet with the assent of the counsel for either com- 
pany. Mr Hill proceeded to open the case for the London and Brighton com- 
pany ; he said that the branch line was proposed to run from East Grinstead in 
a westerly direction, until it comes to the station on the Brighton railway called 
Three Bridges, thit being the point from which the line now in the course of 
formation to Horsham would start. The South Eastern company, in competition 
with this line, proposed to make a railroad from East Grinstead, running in a 
northerly direction, to a spot about a mile and a half from the Godstone station, 
on the line belonging to that company, The branch from the Brighton line 
would be six miles and six furlongs, and 209 yards in length, and the total cost 
would be 80,000/. With respect to the South Eastern company's proposed line 
there were great difficulties in its formation, as it was proposed to carry a deep 
valley by a viaduct supported on 30 arches, the span of each of which was 42 
feet, and the height of the highest arch was 76 fect, while there was a descent of 
20 feet from one end tothe other. The cost of this branch, according to the 
statement of the South Eastern ctmpany, would be 110,000/; while the cost of 
that of the Brighton company would be only 80,000/. The difference in the 
distance of East Grinstead from London by the two railroads would be two miles 
in favour of the South Eastern; but, in consequence of the difference in the 
gradients on the two lines, the traveller would get to London as soon by one 
branch as by the other. Evidence was called in support of the learned counsel's 
statement, and was being proceeded with when the committee rose. Thursday. 
—The evidence having being concluded Mr Merryweather shortly addressed the 
committee for the South Eastern company. Mr Miller rose to reply for the 
Brighton branch, when the chairman stated, that there was no necessity to pro- 
ceed, as the majority of the committee were of opinion that the Brighton line 
should be passed, and the South Eastern rejected. The PREAMBLE of the London 
and Brighton (East Grinstead branch) bill was then declared PRovED, and the 
several clauses of the bill were read and passed. Adjourned to Monday.

The 
contract (which was read) declares the purchase money to be 310,000/ 
of which the South Eastern company has paid a deposit of 31,000/, 
and adds, that in failure of the payment of the residue the agreement 
becomes void, and the deposit forfeited. It is also provided that in 
case of the South Eastern company’s wishing it, it shall be in their 
power to defer the payment of the residue above mentioned, on giv- 
ing mortgages and bonds, and paying interest at arate of not less than 
3/ 10s per cent. per annum, payable every half-year, for five years, it 
being understood that such bonds shall be divided into such amounts 
as the vendors shall direct, not being less than 59/, and the vendors 
are not required to accept a larger amount in the whole, of bonds and 
mortgages, than 297,000.
